A RECENTLY patented oily spray, nitroacenaphthene, devel. 
oped by Drs. C. V. Bowen and L. E. Smith, of the U.S.D.A, 
is rated as 25 percent better than lead arsenate for controlling 
codling moth, major insect pest of apples. Unlike lead arsenate, 
the new material does not leave a poisonous film that must be 
removed before the fruit can be eaten safely. 

Spray No. 341, product of Boyce-Thompson Institute research, 
kills scab, No. 1 disease of apples. It also controls cedar-apple rust 
on apples, black spot on roses, and leaf spot on sour cherries. The 
spray film on the plants is scarcely noticeable. The new spray can 
be mixed safely with most insect-killing chemicals. 


Trees certified disease-free. Soon nurseries in some states will 
be able to sell peach, plum, and cherry trees certified by their state 
department of agriculture as free of the virus diseases which cut 
fruit yields so drastically. Once infected by virus, a tree remains 
diseased for life. More than fifty viruses affect the stone fruits. 

Few viruses can be detected in nursery stock by field inspection 
methods, according to Profs. Donald Cation and E. J. Rasmussen, 
of Michigan State. Their new certification systern involves exten- 
sive laboratory studies to find disease-free parent trees. 


Nitregen weakens onions. Next year grow your onions in the 
poorer soils if this year’s crop was troubled by the yellow-dwarf 
virus disease. Drs. Phillip Brierley and Neil W. Stuart, of the 
U.S.D.A., found that high soil nitrogen increased seriousness of 
the disease. Why this should occur is not known. 


DDT penetrates quickly. DDT is absorbed thru insect skin so 
easily that fatal poisoning occurs about as readily as if the insects 
ate the chemical, according to Drs. J. M. Tobias, J. J. Kollros, and 
J. Savit, of the University of Chicago. This quick absorption in in- 
sects contrasts sharply with the slow penetration of human skin 
by all except oily types of DDT. 


Better Winter Fruit— 


EXTENSIVE trials are planned by apple growers for the car- 
bon-dioxide tre iment recommended by Drs. E. P. Christopher and 
S. A. Pieniazek Rhode Island State. Treatment prevents for- 
mation of brown spots in apples during storage. Fruit is kept at 
32 degrees for 10 days in air containing about 1,000 times the 
normal amount of carbon dioxide, then placed in cold storage. 


Vitamin C retained. Frozen strawberries can be stored more 
than six months and still contain about twice as much Vitamin C 
(ascorbic acid) as fresh oranges, grapefruits, or tomatoes, and six 
times as much as apples, according to Cornell scientists. If your 
strawberries grew in a sunny place in the garden, they may be 
more potent in Vitamin C than these general figures indicate.

Now's the Time to Concentrate 
on Enduring Values 


L YOU have taken a look at an index of 
prices and incomes recently, you must have 
done some thinking about values. I have. I 
started off trying to figure out how much our 
money would buy, and then wondered what 
it would buy, and finally what we needed. 
*“Things,”’ I told myself, “are coming back on 
the market. What things do we want?”? And 
then I remembered the words of a wise, old, 
back-country man I met years ago. 

“Things,” he said, ‘‘are possessions that 
have no real use except to impress somebody 
who can’t afford them.” 

I tried to tell myself I hadn’t been thinking 
about “‘things”’ in that sense. But I revised my 
mental list. I had been jolted out of an em- 
barrassing mental rut—and high time it was. 


THE war forced us to revise a good many of 
our values here in America, our conceptions 
of fundamental worth. Most of us found that 
we could get along, live in reasonable com- 
fort, do our jobs without many of the little 
luxuries to which we had been accustomed. It 
was no longer fashionable to try to keep up 
with the Joneses. It wasn’t even the fashion to 
indulge our whims. A good many old stand- 
ards were shown up as false. 

Now we have the choice of going on from 
there, or going back. Down in our hearts, 
none of us really likes to live by false stand- 
ards. There’s a certain amount of the show-off 
in everyone, but our fundamental instincts 
tend toward honesty and integrity. But 
against that instinct stand the temptations of 
inflated income and accumulated savings, and 
our perfectly human penchant for spending 
money. 


Most oF Us are going to spend some of that 
money. The question is how we are going to 
spend it, what we are going to buy with it. 
The answer to that question has a bearing on 
inflation; it also shows whether we are going 
back or going ahead in our realization of en- 
during values. 

I have tried to draw up a gauge for our 
own spending. It goes something like this: 

Do we really need it? Or do we want it be- 
cause somebody else has one? Will it contrib- 
ute to our happiness, or our contentment? 
Will it enrich our lives? Is it worth its cost? 

It’s surprising how many things are ruled 


out by honest answers to these questions— 
and I mean ‘‘things.”’ It’s also reassuring that 
a number of items remain on the list. Worth- 
while entertainment, for instance, and lasting 
pleasure items. Books, to be read, not merely 
to look impressive on the shelves; music; 
theaters and concerts; vacation travel. 

The answers to the questions, of course, 
will vary with the individual and the family. 
The interests of an artist, for instance, will be 
honestly different from those of a banker. 
And a farm family’s choices will be different 
from those of a city family. 


A HOME normally rates near the top of the 
list for those who. do not already own one. 
But a home is the major investment many 
families make in a lifetime; it should be 
weighed with particular care today, with 
prices where they are. Furniture and house- 
hold conveniences can also contribute much 
to better living. But when I think of a house 
and furniture, I remember a couple who spent 
15 years and most of their combined income 
building a house twice as big as they needed 
and furnishing it like a museum. When it was 
finished they spent their evenings wishing 
someone would drop in to break the monot- 
ony and admire their ‘‘things.”? That’s all 
they had—"‘things.”’ 

If the list includes a house, it should be a 
house to live in, not one for the neighbors to 
admire. And furniture should be to live with, 
not to showoff. Perhaps a new car, too—to use 
and enjoy, not to make your friends envious. 


Now, ESPECIALLY, Our acquisitions should 
have some use, should contribute, one way or 
another, to richer living. And the test should 
be ruthless. One might well ask himself, 
“‘Would I spend money for this if I were a 
Hollander or a Russ an who lost everything 
in the war?” Perhaps that seems too rigid a 
test. We Americans aren’t starting from 
scratch, thank Providence! But that doesn’t 
give us the moral right to go back to standards 
of envy and ostentation. 

We Americans have gone thru our period 
of worshipping ‘‘things.”’ During the war we 
got back to deeper values. We still recognize 
such values down in our hearts.

How About the Aerial? 


Your aerial (or antenna) should 
be high enough and be so directed as 
to have uninterrupted line-of-sight 
to the transmitter. In some homes, 
an attic installation will suffice, but 
in most, an outside ““T” antenna will 
be required. If you’re surrounded 
by hills or buildings, you may choose 
to pick up a reflected signal rather 
than to receive directly from the 
transmitter. Or you may find that 
unwanted reflected signals bother 
your basic picture with “ghost im- 
ages” that look like double expo- 
sures, Trained and competent tele- 
vision service men should be avail- 
able in your neighborhood soon for 
the solving of antenna problems. 
Some manufacturers will sell ‘‘fac- 
tory installations” with their sets, 
then “guarantee” good reception. 


What About My Electric Bill? 


That depends upon usage, of 
course. The size of your family and 
their entertainment appetite will af- 
fect the hours of use. But, as a quick 
average, something like 75 cents 
might be a guess as to how much 
you may expect a television receiver 
to add to your monthly electric bill. 


What About a Television At- 
tachment for My Present Radice 
Set? 


Nothing like this is planned, so far 
as is known. Very few radio sets now 
in homes could handle television 
sound because it is FM. 


Is Cleaning Any Problem? 

No, just try to keep the viewing 
glass sparkling clean as you would 
any other household glass. Other- 
wise, treat the set as a piece of fine 
furniture. As to moving the receiver, 
it’s heavy. Don’t drop or jolt it. Re- 
member, too, that the antenna line 
will have to be extended to the new 
location so the set functions there. 


Is Upkeep Herrible? 


No, there are no moving parts, 
nothing can “wear” out. Tubes lose 
their efficiency gradually, like radio 
tubes. Replacing a picture tube 
could be expensive, but they usually 
last for years, and your factory 
guarantee will protect you against 
all failures for so long as it is in force. 


Can I Get Radice Pregrams on a 
Television Receiver? 


No, not unless your television set 
also includes a built-in radio re- 


ceiver. Radio stations broadcast on 
wave lengths outside the telecasting 
band. Likewise, special built-in 
equipment is needed to receive FM 
stations or short-wave broadcasts 
and to play records, Sets containing 
these added features, naturally, will 
cost more than those built for tele- 
vision sight and sound only. 


How Many People Can View a 
Home Television Receiver at 
One Time? 


Six to eight might be the answer, 
even with a small screen. Restau- 
rants and taverns often have 20 to 30 
viewers watching sports events, 


Must the Reom Be Absolutely 
Dark? 


No, television sets, like lamps, can 
be seen in rooms that aren’t dark, 
Afternoon horse-race and football 
telecasts will be bright and clear on 
most sets, despite the daylight. 


Hew Much Telecasting Will a 
Station Do? 


In 1946, probably from 20 to 28 
hours per week, mostly evening. But 
as more receivers get into homes and 
as audiences grow, more advertisers 
will be attracted, new programs will 
go on the air, and the hours of tele- 
casting will increase. Eventually, 
perhaps, telecasting stations will of- 
fer schedules as crowded as are those 
of radio stations today. 


Buy in 1946 or Wait? 


You aren’t likely to buy, of course, 
until there is a telecasting station in 


your immediate vicinity. Assuming , 


there is, increased labor and com- 
ponent costs could push prices high- 
er, or additional technical progress 
could be a factor in the other direc- 
tion. And in the meantime, there’s 
entertainment to be enjoyed or 
missed. The number of important 
manufacturers about to put sets on 
the market is impressive. They think 
that television is ready for the public 
right now, and that the public is 
ready for it. They’re backing their 
opinion with investments of millions 
of dollars. And telecasting stations 
and networks are doing likewise. 
Competition already is pulling both 
prices and quality of sets into line, 
Over 70 manufacturers plan to pro- 
duce receivers. So 1946 sets should 
be quality merchandise, with good 
tone, clear, bright pictures, and at- 
tractive cabinets, and they should be 
fair buys when they’re available.

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Twenty People to a Bathroom 


Kansas City has worked hard to house her veterans. 


But up to 80 percent are without a good roof, and some 


are housing their children in the county detention home 


By Walt Adams 


lr IT hadn’t been for the conduit across the base- 
inent ceiling, the bugs could have made it all right, 
but when they came to the conduit in the dark they 
lost their grip and fell, and that’s how come they were 
always dropping in on Bert Larson and his young wife 
when they were_in bed. There wasn’t any place to 
move the bed to, because Larson had been able to rent 
only one corner of the grocery-store basement to live 
in, and the rest of it was full of groceries; and Larson’s 
wife had lived quite a protected life in a small town 
where there were enough houses to go around, and 
now she was three months pregnant and sometimes 
nauseated. 

They had told me this at the Kansas City Public 
Housing Authority office in the 28-story City Hall, 
where I had gone to learn something of how Kansas 
City was housing its veterans, and so I had come 
around to see for myself. 

“It’s really a very romantic way to s.art married 
life, after waiting for two years for your husband to 
come home from the Pacific,’’ Larson’s wife told me. 
Her smile had a kind of sickish twist. 

“I keep telling her,’ Larson said, “maybe we’ll 
qualify for a place in one of those army barracks 
they’re moving into Kansas City now from the base in 
Ardmore, Oklahoma.” 

She didn’t say. anything, but went over and lay 
down on the bed and looked at the ceiling. A cock- 
roach was working his way down along the conduit, 
trying to find an easy way across. 

Back at the housing authority office they told me 
they didn’t know if Larson would qualify or not. 
I here would be only 750 units in the barracks, and at 
the Veterans’ Information Center there were applica- 
tions from more than 8,000 veterans looking for some 
place to live. 

‘You should have been here yesterday,” said the 
head of the housing authority office, a pleasant, spec- 
tacled fellow named Ballard. “A vet’s wife was in here 
applying for one of the places, telling her story, and 
she got to crying, and pretty soon she had every girl in 
the office crying, all of them bawling. These girls have 
been listening to the stories of those applicants for 
months now, of couples with two children crowded 
into houses with 16 or 17 other people and one bath- 
room, and still it gets them. This girl’s husband is 29; 
he got out last December and has been working for the 
airlines, TWA,*for five months now; and all the time 
looking for a decent place for them to live. She has 
been living with her folks over in Kansas, 135 miles 
from here. They’ve got a baby 3 months old, born de- 
fective. One hand is knotted up, one foot sort of 
clubbed, and the mother has to bring him in from out 
in Kansas every week for some sort of special medical 
care—this 3-month-old baby, 270 miles round trip 
each week, because they can’t find a tolerable place to 
live here in town.” 


There was no reason to believe the shortage in 
Kansas City was any worse than anywhere else. In 
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fact, Housing Expediter Wilson W. Wyatt had pointed 
to Kansas City’s Emergency Housing Committee as a 
model other communities might learn something from, 
and I was here to find out what. 

Up in the committee’s office in the City Hall, Jerry 
Duggan, a stocky young attorney, ex-navy lieutenant, 
and now the committee’s executive secretary, told me 
about it. 

Like most communities, Kansas City had gone into 
the war short of apartments and houses, and the war 
years piled 60,000 new people on top of the prewar 
400,000. When the veterans had begun to come home, 
almost every shack and attic that could be converted 
was already jammed. The flags waved and it was a 
hell of a fine welcome, but there wasn’t any home. 

So Kansas City’s Mayor Gage, who has since re- 
sumed his law practice, had set up the committee— 
chamber of commerce, building material dealers, 
builders, labor, lending agencies, the real estate board, 
everybody who might help. 

“Tt wasn’t any too soon either,” Duggan said. 
“Down at the Veterans’ Information Center there 
soon were a thousand a month coming in to apply for 
a place to live. The center had to set up two extra 
desks and give each veteran a numbered card so as to 
call him in proper turn, as if he were in a bakery try- 
ing to buy a loaf of bread.” 


Tue quickest way to give them something to apply 
for, it seemed to the committee, was to plow the old 
ground of home sharing and conversion all over again. 
Speakers went out to luncheon clubs to make the plea. 
Business houses contributed 50 billboards, sent out 
90,000 mailing pieces with their statements. Radio 
stations and newspapers plumped with stories of 
veterans living in junked street cars, pictured veterans 
with rooms in private homes helping the lady of the 
house peel potatoes and wash dishes. School children 
took home 60,000 cards: ““Open your home as you’ve 
opened your heart.” And on them were blanks in 
which to describe the facilities available, the tenants 
wanted. 

“But as it worked out,” Duggan said, wiping his 
face, “it was a lot easier to open the heart than the 
home.” In the whole of Kansas City, sixth largest city 
west of the Mississippi, only 143 rooms turned up. Of 
those only 36 were for couples, only six for couples 
with children. 

Meanwhile, both the mail carriers and city welfare 
department’s case workers were out checking for va- 
cancies. The case workers turned up with a list of 287. 
**And there was a good reason why most of them were 
vacant,” Duggan said. After the committee had 
checked them, one by one, and crossed off the tire 
shops, ice houses, ice cream huts, abandoned schools 
and such which were utterly unsuited to conversion, 
there were only 16 left, and they vanished immediate- 
ly. The mail carriers—with such comments as “‘va- 
cant 15 years,” “house partly burned” and ‘“‘con- 
demned building”—reported 203, [Turn to next page

only three of which, it developed, 
veterans, even in their desperation, 
considered fit to rent or buy. 
Most successful of all devices was 
a coupon that ran for two weeks in 
the Aansas City Star promising “the 
help of a competent staff in emer- 
gency housing headquarters” to 
anyone who would mail the coupon 
in. Two hundred seventy owners 


mailed. The staff helped them draw. 


up petitions to the zoning board, 
helped them get rent estimates from 
O.P.A., furnished a registered archi- 
tect who made sketches and ésti- 
mated costs, and got them together 
with builders. When the builders 
couldn’t get material, the staff 
checked until they found a dealer 
who could pull it out of some com- 
mercial job. “The dealers,’ said 
Duggan, “never failed us.” 

By summer this campaign had 
produced 120 more units, most in 
large old houses, a few in garages. 


Anp there were more to come. 
There was the old Coates House. 
Once the finest hotel in all rip-roar- 
ing, gun-slinging old Kansas City, it 
was now closed, in a poor neighbor- 
hood, tied up in litigation. But they 
were working on it, and soon it 
would make 75 single rooms and 75 
apartments. And one estate with 
eight stone and frame cottages was 
being opened to veterans. And there 
were, of course, as in most communi- 
ties, the army barracks proportioned 
out by the Federal Public Housing 
Authority. 

“This brings the total number of 
units we produced to 1,190,” Duggan 
said. ‘“‘And there were others we never 
heard of. After our drives O.P.A. 
rental registrations jumped 25 per- 
cent. Last September Veterans’ In- 
formation Center could place only 
50 veterans a month. Now they’re 
averaging six times that. And there 
have been some 2,000 new houses 
under construction since the war; 
that’s our real ray of hope, new con- 
struction.” 

I asked Duggan if he had seen 
that study put out by the publisher 
of a string of business and industrial 
magazines, and if he agreed with it 
that Wyatt’s program could double 
the number of conversions made if it 
only worked hard at it, and that 
then there would be no need for the 
rest of the program. 

Duggan studied me, his lips tight. 
“I want you to see Frank McClure, 
director of the Veterans’ Informa- 
tion Center,” he said after a mo- 
ment. “I want you to ask him that.” 

Over at the center they said Mc- 
Clure would be free in a few minutes. 
The room was hot. It was an unused 
store. About half way back there 
were three desks for counselors. On 
two were signs that said “Housing.” 
Leading up to them was a line of 
some 20 wooden chairs occupied by 
veterans looking the way people do 
waiting in a line of wooden chairs. 

A boy about 3, and his sister, a 
couple of years older, chased each 
other around the room, At one of 
the housing desks the consultant 
hung up the phone and said some- 
thing to the woman, a nondescript 
sort, sitting opposite. All I could 
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catch was, “Could you stand $40 a 
week, the four of you, for just a little 

while?” ‘The woman looked fright- 

ened and didn’t say anything, and 

looked about ready to cry. 

The lady at the information desk 
smiled at me and motioned toward 
one of the offices partitioned off in 
the rear of the store. McClure’s, she 
said. McClure turned out to be big, 
lean, in his thirties, and handsome 
enough to take Walter Pidgeon’s 
place in the movies. When he talked 
of housing he looked worried. 

Since September 17 of last year, 
McClure said, 10,248 veterans had 
applied at the center for places to 
live. Only 20 percent of these had 
been housed, about half in sleeping 
rooms and half in housekeeping 
units of one sort or another. Of 
course the figures couldn’t be taken 
literally. Some—nobody knew how 
many—had found places and never 
reported back; and some had left. 
town because they couldn’t find any- 
thing. But all thru the spring and 
summer the volume of applications 
had been increasing. And, to make it 
worse, they were being outnumbered 
by re-applications from those who 
had filed earlier and still hadn't 
found anything. 

“Right now,’ McClure - said, 
“some families are living 20 people 
to a five-room house. Some are keep- 
ing their children in the county de- 
tention home. Some are splitting 
their families up, and Red Cross is 
helping place the children in foster 
homes until the parents can find 
some place where they can live to- 
gether again. 

“Housing isn’t any insurmount- 
able problem to trained men, men 
established in jobs before they went 
into the service,’ McClure said. 
“House sales in Kansas City this 
year are breaking even the $88,000,- 
000 boom record that has been 
standing since the wild days of 1887, 
But the younger men are in trouble. 
They went into the service as kids 
and came out as heads of families— 
with none of the income and train- 
ing. The wives work and they pool 
their earnings and try to get by the 
banks’ 25 percent requirement. Hit 
hard times, or the wife gets preg- 
nant, and they’re sunk.” 


Ir WAS gray and raining outside 
when I left McClure. The nonde- 
script lady with the two children 
hadn’t found anything, the consult- 
ant said, ““They’ve been living in a 
hotel this week. She’s going back 
home again.”’ I turned up my coat 
collar and went out. The homeless 
kids lined up waiting in the wooden 
chairs didn’t even dook up.

L YOU'RE one who likes “the feel of a good smell,” you 
like chrysanthemums. You associate their clean, sharp odor 
with bright fall days when the sun feels good across your . 
shoulders. It’s tied up with football, maybe. Or planting tulip 
bulbs. Or getting back home from a picnic with the good smell 
of wood smoke still clinging to your jacket and hair. 

If you’re one who revels in color; you’re sure to like chrys- 
anthemums. But you’ve moaned that so often the clear yellows, 
reds, whites, and bright bronze of their friendly flowers were 
blackened when at their prettiest by cold weather. Thousands 
of us—maybe millions—have moaned about that. So plant 
breeders in a half-dozen areas went to work. The new chrys- 
anthemum strains they’ve produced for growing in open gar- 
dens show an extended range of colors. Real ruby-reds, cardi- 
nal-reds, and salmon-pinks have been added to the yellows, 
whites, and rose-reds we already knew. There are new shapes 
to both flowers and petals. 

But far more important—they’ve stretched the chrysanthe- 

mum season at both ends. July sees some good chrysanthe- 
mums now. And August has a fair show, with September and 
October having regularly the lavish displays seen formerly 
only in November in “good” chrysanthemum years. This is 
possible because many of the new varieties have been selected 
for their high resistance to frost damage to both open flowers 
and well-developed buds. There’s a new day here for chrys- 
anthemum lovers. 
Cheese Now. If possible, make out your list of “‘must haves” 
while looking at a good display of the newer kinds. And don’t 
postpone all your enjoyment until next year. Remember, that 
if moved with their roots in an earth ball, heavily budded 
chrysanthemum plants can be shifted without much shock. 
Reset them at once and water—copiously. You'll get a slightly 
later display, but a lovely one. 

Even if you can’t have the thrill of setting your new plants 
in place all in bloom, give your order. Put down on your plant- 
ing map just where each new one is to go. Then, next May 
when the early bulbs have faded, set your new plants out in 
sunny spots; and after they’re established, feed them well with 
liquid manure or a balanced commercial plant food.

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POLIO 


It is highly contagious, is often ne worse 
than a cold. Mayhe you have had it, 
never knew. Here are things to know, 
and preeautions to take, to eseape the 
vicious disease that seems to follew no 


rules and to strike without warning

I HAVE seen polio panic at work. [t was last fall. Polio was on 
the loose across the front pages of America. In some places schools 
were closed, whole counties quarantined, whole towns sprayed 
with DDT by plane. 

In our town there had been some polio, not much. And then 
suddenly two junior-high students were stricken—the dreaded 
bulbar type that paralyzes breathing muscles. Three days later 
they were dead. And then, from the same school, another was 
stricken, and another. Again the bulbar type. They, too, died. 
Their school was closed, sprayed with DDT, the children. told to 
stay home. Across the front page, in the columnist’s columns, over 
the radio, in the frightened little knots of women gathered on the 
neighborhood walks it spread—tenseness . . . helplessness. 

Two of the stricken children lived near our school. There was 
no sewer in that neighborhood, only septic tanks. The grapevine 
said several tanks weren’t functioning, that from the school’s 
septic tank itself there was surface runoff, that flies were so thick 
in the schoolrooms (the schools have no screens) that children 
complained they couldn’t work. 

What were the facts? Call the health department, the school 
nurse, the school-board’s doctor, the engineers who had just in- 
spected the septic tanks. What was the truth? 

But you couldn’t get anything. “Call so-and-so, that’s in his 
department,”’ they said, and hung up fast. Rumor, rumor, rumor. 
Mothers kept their children out of school and met in angry, help- 
less clumps in the street. ““Mrs. Stephens told me that Bobby 
Smith told his mother that...” 

This was polio. 


ACTUALLY, as a killer, polio is hardly more to be feared than 
measles or whooping cough. It is possible, perhaps even likely, 
that you once had it yourself; this would explain why it is largely 
a disease of children; most adults have already had it. Most cases 
are so mild they are never recognized, the doctor never called. 
They pass as a cold, the “grip,” an upset stomach. Even during 
an epidemic, only about three children in a thousand suffer a 
recognizable attack, and, of these three, only one is likely to be 
permanently crippled. Among children over 10 this attack rate 
drops off. Tho adults, when stricken, suffer more severely, the 
chances of an adult getting polio in a recognizable form are not 
more than one in a hundred thousand, even in epidemic time. 
Yet to parents these comforting facts about polio are of little 
comfort. To them, the weeks on end during the later summer are 
weeks of suppressed fear. Every fever, every vomiting, every sore 
throat in their children may be polio. There is no penicillin, no 
sulfa to combat it. There is little to do but to wait, [ Turn to page 129

Several new cleaners are lightweight, 
easier to tote about. Light but sturdy is the 
motto. 





Easy to get around. You will find most 
cleaners come with a 20- to 22-foot cord, in- 
creasing your radius of operation without 
your having to stoop and replug. 

Wheels of all cleaners are non-tracking. 
Tank cleaners have smooth skids or wheels. 
Some models. have swivel front wheels. 
These lock accommodatingly for cleaning 
stairways. 


Pick Your Type 


You will find cleaners 
classified according to 
cleaning methods and de- 
sign. (a) Straight suction 
cleaners (some may have 
a stationary brush for 
sweeping) come in two 
big family groups: the up- 
right, and the tank or cyl- 
inder type. Straight suc- ® 
tion cleaners have no 
moving parts in the nozzle 
opening. (b) Motor-driven, brush cleaners 
have a whirling brush in the nozzle. (c) 
The motor-driven, agitator cleaner has a 
long roll with a brush, and also glass-smooth 





vibrator bars. The vibrator roll, like the 
rotating brush, is electrically driven by a 
rubber belt, which plays a very important 
part in cleaning efficiency. Be sure you know 
how to change belts when a new one is 
needed. ‘ 

Nozzles. To get the best job from your 
cleaner, the nozzle must make a good seal 
with the rug, so loosened dirt can be suc- 
tioned off. Find out what provision is made 
for adjusting the nozzle. Some adjust by 
hand, others by foot pedal. Some are auto- 
matic. On one model, the nozzle will always 
be at the correct height above the nap, re- 
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gardless of the thickness 
of the rug. This is ac- 
complished by wide 
front wheels, narrow 
rear wheels, perfect bal- 
ance. On a high-piled 
carpet, the wide front 
wheels keep the nozzle from sinking deeply 
into the pile. But the small back wheels do 
sink in, thus lifting the nozzle lips to an 
effective operating height. Again, on short- 
nap carpet the narrow back wheels cannot 
sink in, hence the nozzle lips remain low to 
make the proper rug seal. 

In the tank cleaner, the pressure you 
exert makes the adjustment between high- 
and low-pile carpeting. 





Know about brushes. If 

the machine of your 

lie choice has a rotating 

brush, find out exactly 

how you should take 

care of it, also what pro- 

vision is made for replacement. Bristles will 
wear down on any type cleaner, so manu- 
facturers make it easy to lower the brush 


_ roll by pin, screw, or lever, or replace brush 


strips. In one model, the brush is lowered 
with a coin used as a screwdriver (see sketch). 
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Ways to get the dirt. Rug dirt classifies in 

three types: surface litter, light dust, and 
embedded dirt and grit. One new motor- 
‘driven brush has two types of bristles, de- 
signed to get all the dirt. One type of bristle 
is stiff, penetrating to get the embedded dirt. 
Its co-worker is a soft sweeping bristle to 
pick up the top layer. Another cleaner 
sweeps with a beating action by a motor- 
driven roll. 


Headlights. These give a 
strong, wide beam over 
immediate cleaning area 
—save your eyes. Lamp 
should be readily acces- 
sible for replacement. 





Bags and filters. On upright cleaners the 
bag is the filter and dirt container, permit- 
ting air to pass thru, but filtering out and 
holding the dirt. 

Some cleaners have separate dirt contain- 
ers and filters. In tank cleaners the filters 
are usually double. One make filters thru 
water. Whatever type you’re considering, 
check the way filters and bag should be 
cleaned and what provision is made for 
filter replacement. Since the efficiency of 
your Cleaner, upright or tank type, depends 
on the condition of the bag, it is important 
to know how to keep it clean. 

The bag must be easy to empty. Find out 
just how this should be done. Some bags 
have an accordion, or pocketbook, closure; 
some a steel frame-type top. Another has a 
built-in trap which prevents dirt from spill- 
ing. One bag is made of cotton twill, woven 

for lasting filter power. 

Wy Others are made of napped 
sateen or moleskin. So do 
not wash the bag, but do 
turn it inside out and brush 
it thoroly every 2 or 3 
weeks. One sweeper has a 
warning signal—a “tattle- 
tale” light which glows red when the bag 


should be emptied to assure proper suction. 
A 
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Easier to attach the at- 
tachments. Attachments 
ir the closet are no aid to 
housekeeping. To be of 
value, they must be used. 
Hence there’s now a place 
for every tool in a con- 
venient carrier. Check 
the ease of attaching tools 
to the cleaner. In some 
models, you simply plug 
in the connector and in- 
sert the hose, select the 
tool, and you are all set. 
On another, there’s a 
coupling device which 
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automatically disconnects the cleaner belt 
and returns it to place when you are thru 
using the attachments. Metal extension 
tubes are included for extra-high jobs. 


Will do extra jobs. You 
can expect real help from 
new cleaners. There’s a 
power-driven floor waxer 
and polisher which takes 
over such jobs, and mir- 
ror-polishes in a flash. 
Do watch carefully when you see a cleaner 
demonstrated. Be aware of its home-keeping 
abilities—as a tool to use for high spots, 
special jobs, mattresses, pillows, all fabric 
furnishings, ash trays, books, radiator, auto- 
mobile interiors, linoleum, for spray paint- 
ing and for mothproofing. It is reported that 
the upholstery brush is most used of all at- 
tachments. Next comes the floor brush. 





Finger-tip and toe control. You will find 
the right tool at your finger tip for doing 
away with every type of dirt quickly, easily, 
and effectively. Some cleaners are equipped 
with toe switch to eliminate stooping. Motor 
turns off or on with gentle tap.

Another manufacturer offers a thumb- 
controlled switch for high or low suction, 
the low suction for cleaning of delicate lamp 
shades and fabrics. 

Most cleaners have three handle posi- 
tions: upright for storing; operating, or 
working; and low position for cleaning 
under davenports and chairs. The handle 
may operate by foot pedal or a lever near 
the switch. One manufacturer has a counter- 
balanced, automatic, handle position for the 
three ways.

Cleaner aptitude. Vacuum cleaners are like 
people. Some are better at one type of job 
than another. Because rugs are usually the 
No. 1 job for a cleaner, score high its effi- 
ciency on rugs when you are investigating 
a new cleaner. One manufacturer advertises 
a beating, sweeping, and cleaning cycle. To 
meet these many jobs, one company has de- 





veloped a matched pair of cleaners. One 
cleans rugs, carpets, and floors wit a motor- 
driven brush. The other is a tauk type for 
use above the floor-line, on walls, draperies, 
Venetian blinds. The attachments are inter- 
changeable. Another offers a two-speed con- 
trol: High speed for thoro cleaning; low for 
throw rugs and brush up. 


Little Handies 





These little handies are lightweight— 
four to seven pounds. Some have motor- 
driven rotating brushes which may be re- 
moved if desired. Some also have extension 
hose with flat suction tool for hard-to-get-at 
places. They come with wide-mouthed bag 
for easy emptying, and also have a soft- 
rubber bumper to protect furniture. You 
will find these a real help for many jobs such 
as cleaning stairsteps, mattresses, or car 
upholstering. With a sprayer attachment, 
you may paint, spray insecticide, do moth- 
proofing. One of the newer garden uses is to 
spray 2,4-D weed killer. 

One manufacturer has made it possible 
to convert to a floor model by offering a 
metal frame and handle which clips on the 
small hand machine. Thus it becomes a 
small tidy-up cleaner (see sketch above). 





Do your part. Daily cleanings are recom- 
mended, rather than long, occasional clean- 
ings. Give your cleaner a chance to work for 
you by using it often. Be a leisurely operator. 
A quick flight over gives no opportunity for 
the cleaner to get the dirt. 


Oil or Not to Oil 


Do you have this responsibility? Most 
modern cleaners are self-lubricating, sealed 
in grease. Others have full ball-bearing con- 
struction, so you need never touch the 
mechanism. If you do grease or oil your 
cleaner, be sure to follow manufacturer’s 
directions. 


Keep That Book of Instructions 


Read it carefully. It was written just for 
you, as an owner of a new vacuum. It will en- 
able you and your cleaner to get on better and 
enjoy a happier cleaning partnership. If

Garic’s like the atom, It must 
be harnessed and controlled. Tossed 
about with gleeful abandon, it may 
easily become a subject about which 
your best friends are noncommittal. 
She who places a garlic clove here 
and there with a familiar, confident 
hand may one day chew a sizable 
piece, and the impact is terrific! 

The trick with garlic is to apply 
the delightful seasoning in a tract- 
able form, in some medium which 
will guarantee its safe distribution. 
There are garlic salts, powders, and 
vinegars. You can buy ready-pre- 
pared blends that are connoisseurs’ 
delights. 


YOU CAN make Garlic Vinegar at | 


home for a subtle touch here and 
there. Insert 4 to 6 large scored or 
mashed cloves of garlic into 1 pint 
red, white, or wine vinegar, and 
allow them to stand a week to 10 
days. When you uncap the bottle 
at the end of this period, the odor of 
garlic should rap you smartly on the 
nose. You’ll want a potent enough 
liquor so that you can use it in such 
small quantities that the vinegar is 
not pronounced as a flavor in itself, 
but only a vehicle for the garlic. 
When this strength is obtained, 
strain out the garlic cloves. 

Dole out the liquid flavor by drops 
on tossed salads and steaks. You can 
best control the quantity by using a 
teaspoon or medicine dropper kept 
for the purpose. 

HERE ARE ways you'll find a subtle 

suggestion of garlic most effective: 

> Two drops in a pan of gravy pro- 
vide just enough pep 

>» Added to mayonnaise, salad oil, or

Here they are: answers to your questions on the how-when- 
where-and-what of buying dishes. There’s more to it than se- 
lecting pretty patterns. What is your mode of living? How will 
your dishes be used? Is it best to have more than one set cf 
dishes? What’s the minimum number of items needed in a 
starting set? Should dishes be of the same period as your dining 
room? You’ll want to know the answers to all these so that your 
dishes will give you maximum pleasure and satisfaction. 


Q. When we tell the salesperson we are interested in dishes, she 
invariably asks, “China or earthenware?” Please distinguish 
between the two for us. 


A. China or porcelain is made of a fine-grained combination 
of clays that melt in the manufacturer’s oven. This melting, 
called vitrification, produces ware that is translucent. When 
you hold it to the light, you can see the shadow of your hand 
thru it. . 

Earthenware, sometimes called semiporcelain or semivitre- 
ous, is made from a coarser mixture of clays which have been 
washed, cleaned, and purified to a greater or less degree. It is 
non-translucent, will not show a shadow thru when held to the 
light. The degree of purification and refinement determines the 
quality. Earthenware is more porous than china. 


@. What is the difference between bone china and other china? 


A. Both are made of fine clays and powdered stone dust that 
melt to produce a translucent, nonporous body. When bone 
ash (burned animal bones) is added, the result is bone china. 


@. Does the thinness or degree of translucency determine the 
fineness of china? 

A. No, thinness and degree of translucency have nothing to do 
with quality. Some of the finest chinas are less thin and trans- 
lucent than cheaper and more easily broken chinas. Again it is 
a matter of quality in the body, glaze, and decoration. 


@. Is there a difference between earthenware and pottery? 


A. The difference between pottery and earthenware is ex- 
tremely difficult to define. Technically speaking, there are but 
two products of the potter’s kiln. One is china or porcelain, the 
other earthenware or pottery. Since this is the case, it is difficult 
to draw the line between earthenware and pottery. The best 
distinction would be to classify as pottery those bodies which 
are made of natural clay as it is taken from the ground. This 
would include the Mexican wares, Spanish and Italian pottery, 
as well as some of those from France and the Near East. In 
Spain, Italy, and Middle East the pottery is sometimes covered 
with a stanniferous (tin) glaze which gives it a lovely luster. 
These potteries are known as Majolica (pronounced Ma-yol-ica). 


@. Does pottery break more easily than earthenware? 


A. Peasant-type pottery is easily chipped and broken. Pottery 
made by today’s American manufacturer is stronger and more 
chip resistant. It has practically none of the major defects of 
crude peasant ware.

@. When is it practical to buy earthenware or semivitreous ware? 


A. Whenever it suits your taste preference, your budget, and 
your mode of living. It is good business to buy dishes of the best 
quality one can afford and use them all the time. It’s old-fashioned 
to think that good dishes and sterling silver are for fancy enter- 
taining. The family is important enough to use the best at every 
meal. For example, if you have $75 to spend for dishes, invest in 
a fairly complete service of good quality dinnerware which will 
be suitable for all occasions. This is wiser than to buy two or 
three cheaper services that are soon broken and discarded. 
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Know About Dishes? 


@. What is ovenware or bakeware? 








A. It includes such pieces as casseroles, teapots, and baking 
dishes heatproofed by special firing methods to make them safe 
for use in the oven and over the flame. Ovenproof pottery dishes 
with high glaze and modern decoration are now sold by several 
American manufacturers. 


@. What qualities should be looked for when buying dishes? 


A. (1) Beauty of color and decoration; (2) serving dishes of 
good proportion and interesting lines; (3) a perfectly balanced 
shape; (4) a hard, even glaze; (5) absence of warping, pinholes, 
and stains. This last point need be considered only with seconds 
or cheap-quality tableware. Better factories destroy everything 
except first-grade dishes. 


@. Should I try to find dishes that match my silver? 


A. It is not necessary that china and silver designs match or be 
of the same period. It is important, however, that they be har- 
monious since they always appear together on the table. Silver 
with a graceful scroll motif around a plain center, or a center- 
panel design with plain sides, would be pleasing with either 
modern or traditional dishes. 


@. Should dishes and glassware harmonize? 


A. Yes, in a general way. For example, simple Waterford cut- 
ting is harmonious with most traditional china patterns. Etched 
goblets are pleasing with the delicate floral types. Low-footed, 
Swedish-modern glass is lovely with simple, contemporary china 
designs. It’s fun to have, in addition to your crystal, a set of 
colored glass harmonious to your dishes. 


@. How do I select table napery that will enhance my dishes? 


A. A plain satin-band design in white is foil to flatter any china 
with a white background. Try ivory damask for dishes with an 
ivory background. Nowthe market also offers reasonably priced, 
quality napery in a wide range of plain colors. Soft yellows or 
greens are harmonious with many china colors. An exciting 
variety of place mats is also available now in plastic-coated ma- 
terials that. simplify laundering. Lace cloths and runners are 
always good. 


@. Should I select dishes of the same period or style as my din- 
ing-room furniture? 


A. Not unless you want to. Somé of the most interesting tables 
I’ve seen mix styles from different periods and countries. This 
can be done harmoniously by following a color scheme or motif 
to give the table unity. 


«). What is the difference between an overglaze and underglaze 
design on dinnerware? 


A. An underglaze decoration is applied to the ware before it is 
glazed. The glaze is applied over the decoration and fired. 
Decorations applied this way withstand hard usage. An over- 
glaze decoration is applied after the glaze has been fired. The 
colors are sharper and more jewellike because the heavy fire of 
glazing fades some colors. Many of the finest china patterns are 
overglaze. 


Q. How can I distinguish overglaze and underglaze? 


A. By running your finger across the surface of a plate. If it is 
smooth and glossy, the design is under the glaze. If you can feel 
the outline of your pattern, it is usually an overglaze. In many 
cases, however, it is almost impossible to distinguish between an 
overglaze and underglaze decoration in good-quality ware. 


@. How can I protect fine overglaze china? 

A. By using paper napkins or cloth protectors between pieces 

stacked in the cupboard, by using mild soap for cleansing it, by 

being careful not to scratch it with sharp [ Turn to page 77

I SPEND most of my day in the 
kitchen, so it has to be fun to keep 
my “Mary mind and Martha hands” 
from going stark, raving mad. Meals 
and dishes, and more meals and 
dishes—with floors, cupboards, and 
silverware to keep clean.

If you want to paint 
a design on the ceiling, go ahead 
and paint it. And you don’t need to 
keep your refrigerator hospital white 
if it doesn’t fit in. Have a play with 
color. Don’t be afraid of using it. 
Do what you want in your kitchen, 
and not what other people think 
you should do! It’s the one room in 
your house that should be a lot of 
fun to work in. 


Sure, I know what you are up 
against. The look in your husband’s 
eyes, wondering if this is one of those 
things in his wife he had been 
warned about. Or maybe you have 
builder’s trouble. Now, I am a firm 
believer in large kitchens. There is 
more fun per square foot in the 
kitchen than in any other room in 
the house. Why a builder has to be 


























so miserly in allowing space for this 
all-important room is more than | 
can understand. I had to fight for 
days to get little shelves under my 
cupboards (for my red Georgian 
tumblers). It simply wasn’t being 
done in the best-planned houses, and 
my builder would have none of it. 
(But I got the shelves.) 

And my husband made me a long 
magazine rack under my two south 
kitchen windows. Handy? Very. 
Everyone loves it. It is always gay 
with color and pictures. And the 
magazines keep the family busy 
when I’m late getting the meals on. 
My husband also made my red, 
scalloped valance boards. With this 
window treatment I have bold 
Scotch-plaid gingham curtains. | 
have them looped back over the 
sink windows and trimmed with a 
narrow white ruffling. The plaid 
hangs over the reading windows 
with crisp, organdy, sash curtains. 
I don’t know of any law that says all 
windows in one room have to be 
treated just alike. And if there were 
such a law, I still wouldn’t believe 
in it for kitchens. 


Tue Scotch plaid really gave me 
ideas. If there is a French Provincial, 
why not a Scotch Provincial? As far 
as I’m concerned, there can be. I 
painted the walls robin’s-egg blue 
to have a good background for the 
fun to come.

knives. Actually, this protection is 
advisable for any dinnerware. The 
foot of a china plate is likely to be 
unglazed and a little rough. Sliding 
over the face of the plate beneath, 
it is bound in time to scratch even 
the hardes’ glaze. Never dry more than 
one plate at a time. Sliding two or three 
of them over each other in the hand 
causes irreparable scratches. 


@. What is considered a minimum 
service for average home use? 

A. Try to have service for at least 
eight. This allows two tables of 
bridge or a few guests in addition to 
the family. 


@. What basic items should a starter 
set include? 

A. Dinner plates, salad plates (can 
be used for dessert plates also), cups 
and saucers, cereal or fruit bowls, 
butter plates, soup plates, two vege- 
table dishes, and platter. 


@. What is the difference between a 
rimmed soup, cream soup, coupe 
soup, and bouillon? Which is the 
most useful? 


A. A rimmed soup is a broad shal- 
low bowl with a rim; a cream soup 
is a low broad cup with a handle on 
each side; a coupe soup is a shallow 
bowl without rim; a bouillon cup is 
likea teacup withtwo handles. Rimmed 
soup and coupe soup are most popular, 
probably because the cream soup 
and bouillon require a stand or 
saucer of their own.

@. What is meant by open stock? 


A. The term “open stock” refers to 
patterns that are priced and sold by 
the individual piece rather than in 
“sets.”

Chili Supper 


1) Fix salad. Shred cabbage or cut 
fine—no coarse pieces. Dice apples 
and celery; chop nut meats coarsely. 
A sprinkle of lemon juice prevents 
apples from darkening. Combine. 
Cover; set in refrigerator. 2) Pour 
canned chili in baking dish. Place in 
oven (375°) to heat thoroly. This is 
important! Many a soggy meat pie 
is the result of placing biscuits on 
cold meat mixtures.

Wauen Faith Green, a Pasadena, 
California, librarian, bought proper- 
ty in Laguna Beach, the Three Arch 
section had only six residents. Miss 
Green’s other neighbors were thou- 
sands of bean plants, cultivated on 
adjacent property by a large ranch 
company.

Oil with 
a nonsalty vegetable or mineral oil before you wrap them gently 
in newspapers or put them away in a florist’s box. This wil! 
keep your beauties from becoming too brittle for graceful ar- 
rangement later. 

Oak, magnolia, and fiddle-leaf fig leaves will remain lovely 
for a long time if you oil them and press heavily between news- 
papers for a week or so. Be sure to cut the stems as long as pos- 
sible. 

Look for long seed-head branches of poppies, baptisia, 
thistles, cattails, rose hips, bittersweet, dock, all kinds of grasses 
and grains, kaffir corn, liatris, teasel heads, mullein, honesty o1 
money plant, sumac, and tumbleweed. Watch for gnarled and 
twisted branches of hawthorn, sumac, and evergreens. 


From your garden cut statice, strawflowers, globe amaranth, 
and cockscomb when they are in the bud or just coming into 
bloom; hydrangea (cut after they are thoroly dried on the bush), 
evening-primrose pods, physalis or Chinese lanterns, balloon 
vine, coppery pods of wild yam, California pepperberries, East 
coast bayberries, dried fern fronds, and sedges such as horsetail. 
- They’re all potentials for handsome winter decoration.

Is Plain Carpeting Practical? 


Quite a few of the new types of 
wool carpeting are found in plain 
colors with interesting textures. 
Some have an all-looped surface 
woven at different heights to make 
the pattern. These new textures are 
the answer if you want solid-color 
carpeting without the constant care 
previously necessary. This new car- 
peting does not show footprints, lint, 
or dust, yet it creates all the dis- 
tinctiveness and richness of the 
lovely, old plain carpeting. 

Other new textures have a shaggy 
appearance, made by long strands 
of surface-yarn tufts. Tho this makes 
a casual, interesting surface, you 
may wonder if the surface yarn will 
catch in your vacuum sweeper, if 
the tufts will pull out, if they harbor 
more dirt and soil than the stiff, 
closely-cropped tufts of yesterday’s 
carpets. You can clean them safely, 
and your cleaner will draw the dust 
and soil out thoroly. These rugs, 
because of the natural springiness of 
wool fibers, retain the shaggy look. 
They won’t mat or become shabby 
with age. This type of rug is another 
answer if you prefer plain colors. 

Another new carpeting combines 
twisted yarn with straight yarn to 
produce a two-tone effect. If you are 
interested, don’t fear the twist will 
come out. With new methods of rug 
weaving, the twist is here to stay. 


Is “*Sculpturing”’ Permanent? 


Many new Wilton rugs give an 
impression of sculpturing. Because 
the carved effect is woven in, you 
needn’t worry about its permanency. 
When you investigate this type, pick 
up a corner and bend it, with the 
pile out, to separate the surface so 
you can see the carving is woven in. 

This is still another means of sat- 
isfying your desire for tone-on-tone 
or solid-color carpeting. Patterns 
are designed to hide soil and foot- 
prints and for decorative qualities. 

Decoratively speaking, these rugs 
go as well with simple lines of tradi- 
tional furnishings as with Modern. 


What About Weaves? 


“‘Broadloom”’ is not a weave. The 
term designates a rug woven on a 
broad loom in continuous lengths, 
9-, 12-, 15-, or 18-feet wide. Such a 
piece of carpeting may be used for 
wall-to-wall installation. All “‘rugs” 
are woven on broad looms, too, but 
are cut off to make standard rug 
sizes such as 9-by-12 or 12-by-15. 

Before you buy a rug, decide what 
you want from it. Do you need ex- 
ceedingly long wear, brilliant pat- 
terns and colors, or unusual deco- 
rative effects? Each weave has a cer- 
tain set of characteristics. Read 
below what each weave offers, de- 
cide which best suits your needs, 
then (but not before) go shopping. 

The Wilton weave has long been 
recognized because it wears long and 
well. But this comparison must be 
made quality-for-quality with other 
weaves. An inexpensive Wilton will 
not outwear a higher-priced Axmin- 
ster or Velvet. ' 

You can recognize a Wilton by 
its dense, compact surface. It feels 
somewhat like a cushion underfoot.

Colors are limited, so de- 
signs are more conservative in both 
color contrast and pattern than other 
weaves. Because of the dense surface, 
colors look unusually rich, and a 
greater delicacy of pattern is possible 
in this weave.

The backing of an Axminster is 
heavy-ribbed. The better the rug, 
the closer the ribs are together.

Richness of color makes an Ax- 
minster an excellent decorative 
carpeting for living rooms and bed- 
rooms. In its better qualities, how- 
ever, you can use it in any room. 





Velvet or Tapestry weaves come 
from the same type loom and may 
have a cut or looped surface. Where 
the tufts remain looped, the appear- 
ance is similar to hand-hooked rugs. 
In this weave it is possible to form 
loops of varying heights to create 
interesting texture effects and subile 
patterns. The Velvet weave pro- 


duces plain-colored carpeting with | 


twisted pile, such as the frieze popu- 
lar for many years. 

Unusual wear is the quality of 
these weaves. The surface is dense 
and the pile height varies from 
medium to high, depending on the 
quality. Yarn is tightly woven into 
the body of the fabric. The looped 
or uncut surface will wear longer

marks either. You can use either of 
these weaves anywhere in your 
home, but where use is hard, select 
the better qualities. 


Where Do Fiat Weaces Fit In? 


Very popular today are rugs com- 
monly called “flat weaves.’ They 
have flat, interwoven surfaces with 
no pile. In this group are the all- 
linen rugs and the linen-and-cotton 
combinations. Interesting colors are 
combined to achieve a multicolored 
effect. Such rugs are exceedingly 
long wearing and not expensive. 
They can certainly be recommended 
for stairs, halls, and dining rooms, 
as well as for rooms requiring less 
durability. 

Another type is the all-cotton 
rug, which provides an unusual as- 
sortment of attractive colors. You'll 
see these rugs in solid colors, decora- 
tive for modern furnishings, or in a 
combination of colors in a tweed- 
like pattern which goes well with 
Early-American settings. In select- 
ing this type of rug, check for tight- 
ness of weave. 

All-fiber rugs are excellent for 
year-around use in informal settings. 
Again, see that rugs are tightly 
woven and edges firmly bound. 

Shaggy cotton rugs can now be 
found in room sizes as well as in 
throw-rugs, with an almost unlim- 
ited choice of solid colors. Check the 
backing of such rugs—the rows of 
tufting should be close together. 
Twisted-loop surfaces provide an 
interesting texture and fluff slightly 
less than plain loops. Both types, 
however, make unusual decorative 
backgrounds. 


Miscellaneous Buying Hints 


When you buy, don’t be afraid of 
light shades or deep, brilliant colors. 
Colors with character are as practi- 
cal as dull, drab, mousy hues. 

Buy a rug that’s large enough. If 
you aren’t carpeting wall-to-wall, 
choose a rug which leaves from six 
inches to one foot of floor margin— 
a postage-stamp size has the Hiram’s- 
Sunday-suit look. 

Above all, get a rug cushion when 
you buy your rug. A cushion smooths 
rough, uneven floors, adds a sound- 
absorbing effect, and increases the 
life of the carpet. The extra layer 
of softness added to that of the rug 
brings deep luxury underfoot. 

Before your new carpet is laid, 
examine the floor for protruding 
nails. Fill cracks between boards. 

When new carpeting arrives, 
don’t be frantic if it fluffs. That’s not 
an imperfection. There are always 
some short fibers left in the pile when 
tufts are cut in manufacture. 

When the rug is new, an occa- 
sional tuft may work loose. Don’t 
pull it out—clip it off level with the 
rug surface. 

Perhaps you are wondering what 
to do with that discarded rug or car- 
pet that has given such valiant serv- 
ice all these years. Like most of us, 
you instinctively feel that it still has 
lots of good wool and other materials 
left in parts of it. Why not send it 
away and have it rewoven into a 
seamless, reversible rug that will fit 
any room in the home

O UR lawnisthe envy of passers-by. 
But for five summers we’ve been the 
laughing stock of the community. 
Here’s how it came about. 

If anybody in suburban Phila- 
delphia- had a more prolific crab- 
grass crop, we didn’t hear of it. But 
we did hear about all sorts of con- 
trols. We tried most of them. The 
next year the crabgrass blanket 
would be even thicker. 

Then we hit upon this idea. Why 
not dig out every bit of crabgrass in 
the whole 15,000 square feet of lawn? 
That “every bit” is important. A tiny 
piece of root can start a new plant. 

My wife and I started in. Some- 
times our two boys helped. 

We made the crabgrass battle a 
game. How many plants could be 
uprooted in an hour—the best rec- 
ord was 2,000. 


We USED the car radio while 
we worked. Repartee also helped 
speed the hours. But both were poor 
medicine for cramped muscles. To 
ease the monotony, we played cro- 
quet—and pulled crabgrass while 
awaiting our turns. Occasionally a 
neighbor could be inveigled into the 
game. Trescotts’ Crabgrass Parties 
became good for a laugh. 

That first year we yanked out 20 
bushels. We figured that represented 
a million plants. We “‘crabgrassed”’ 
in all our spare time. On rainy days 
we worked under umbrellas. 

We explored every possibility of 
using this nemesis of fine grass.

In FREDERICK, Maryland, a 
woman was doing a dry-cleaning job 
in the bathroom, with the tub one- 
third full of gasoline. The stuff ig- 
nited, probably from static, but she 
got out unharmed, closing the door 
before running to call firemen. 

The first man in, armed with a 
2'4-gallon, foam extinguisher, raced 
upstairs. He paused to invert the 
extinguisher, then jerked open the 
door. A withering blast of heat and 
smoke engulfed him, so he heaved 
the extinguisher into the room and 
slammed the door shut. When he 
reopened the door a minute or so 
later, the fire was out! 

This is not the recommended tech- 
nique for handling an extinguisher. 
Yet it tells more about the efficacy of 
this first-aid fire-fighting appliance 
than a book of technical facts. 

Very few homes have extinguish- 
ers, despite the fact that we have a 
dwelling fire every other minute in this 
country. Cost is one reason, but that 
is a rather specious argument. More 
important is the fact that few lay- 
men realize how valuable an ex- 
tinguisher can be. In good condition, 
it can kill a lot of fire provided (1) it 
is the proper type for that kind of 
fire, and (2) you know how to use it. 

One thing should be understood. 
The sole function of a hand extin- 
guisher is to cope with incipient out- 
breaks. A fire that wakes you at 
4 a.m. may have been going for 
hours, and the smart thing to do is to 
get out fast—and stay out. Fire, with 
its lethal gases, is not to be fooled 
with by greenhorns. 

The fire which starts in your 
presence is the logical candidate for 
an extinguisher. Then the question 
becomes, which one? The answer is 
complicated by the fact that all 
fires are not alike; here are the three 
types calling for varying treatments. 


Class A—Fires in ordinary com- 
bustibles such as wood, paper, or 
rubbish. Here the cooling effect of 
an extinguishing agent is most im- 
portant, and water is supreme. 


Class B—Fires in flammable liq- 
uids, such as gasoline, kerosene, oils, 
paints, grease, or turpentine. Here a 
smothering effect is needed to cut off 
oxygen. 


Class C—Fires in live electrical 
equipment, calling for an extinguish- 
ing agent which is a nonconductor. 

For most fires, water is still the 
best extinguishing agent. The home- 
owner who has enough garden hose 
to put a stream of water into any 
room is fortunate—and rare. But 
garden hose has its drawbacks. It 


seldom is where you want it when 
you want it. 

For such a contingency, * ‘chemi- 
cal extinguishers” came. into being, 
divided into two broad classifica- 
tions—water type and chemical 
type. Chemicals are employed in 
both, but in the former they gener- 
ate energy to expel water, and in the 
latter, they smother the fire. 

The upshot is a confusing array of 
extinguishers, which can be disas- 
trous. Some look alike but act dif- 
ferently; others look different but 
act alike. Some you pump; some you 
invert; some must be inverted and 
banged on the floor; on some you 
turn a wheel; with others you 
squeeze a trigger. If you use this one 
on an oil fire it will make it worse; if 
you use that one on an electrical out- 
break, you'll get a shock that will 
loosen your teeth. And so it goes, 

So the householder who goes out 
cold to buy an extinguisher gets 
what the salesman puts over—prob- 
ably the most expensive one. The 
best way to eliminate some of this 
confusion is to consider the various 
types and how they work. 


i. The Vapeorizing Liquid Type. 
This is the most familiar—the 1- or 
114-quart pump gun loaded witha 
special solution of carbon tetra 





chloride. Ordinary carbon tet wil 
corrode the working parts. A nom 
conductor of electricity, this chem 
cal will not freeze until cooled to 5? 
degrees below zero. When the liquid 
strikes the flame, it becomes a heavy 
vapor which smothers the fire. The 
stream is effective at 20 feet and lass 
about 45 seconds. The extinguisher 
weighs about 7 pounds and cost 
around $15. It is excellent for Clas 
B or C fires and is effective on Clas 
A’s if they are not deep-seated. 


2. The Seda Acid Type. This 8 
the one you see in public buildi 

a 24-gallon tank with a short 

on the side. A water extin 

with bicarbonate of soda ai fed, 
contains a bottle of sulphuric cid 
in the top and cannot operate Ut 
inverted. Then the acid mixes W 
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the bicarb, producing pressure to 
drive the water out in a 30- or 40- 
foot stream for about one minute. It 
will freeze unless protected with a 
special solution. Recommended for 
Class A fires only, it weighs about 35 
pounds, and costs about $18. 





Variations are the Gas Cartridge, 
the Loaded Stream, and the Pump 
Tank types. The first two look like 
the Soda Acid but contain a cart- 
ridge of compressed gas. Both must 
be inverted and bumped sharply on 
the floor so a pin will puncture the 
cartridge, releasing discharge pres- 
sure. The Loaded Stream extin- 
guisher contains a solution of alkali- 
metal salt which is effective on Class 
B fires as well as Class A. The Pump 
Tank contains only water, and pres- 
sure is supplied by working a hand 
pump. 


3. The Feam Type. Also _ resem- 
bling the Soda Acid, this extinguish- 
er likewise must be inverted. Its 
agent consists of water, bicarbonate 
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of soda, and a foam-making solu- 
tion in one chamber, aluminum 
sulphate and water in another. 
Mixed, these chemicals produce 
pressure and a flame-blanketing 
loam which adheres to the fire area 
and, incidentally, affords consider- 
able relief from heat. Mixing in- 
creases the quantity of the agent 
about eight times. Weighing 35 to 40 
pounds, this extinguisher sells for 
about $22 and is recommended for 


Class B fires. tho it is also effective 
on Class A’s. 


4. The Dry Pewder Type. This 
€xtinguisher is loaded with bicarbo- 
nate of soda, treated to keep it free- 
flowing, which is actuated by a cyl- 
inder of carbon dioxide: Turning a 
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hand wheel punctures this cylinder 
and starts a stream of powder which 
lasts from 15 to 30 seconds and 
reaches 8 to 12 feet. Effective on all 
classes of fires, it weighs about 
45 pounds and costs around $48. 


5. The Carbon Dioxide Type. 
Widely used in telephone exchanges 
and oil refineries, this type comes in 
2- and 4-pound capacities for home 
use. The CO2 extinguisher, identi- 





fied by its red container and horn- 
like nozzle, is ideal for electrical 
fires, as the flame-smothering gas 
won’t damage the most sensitive 
equipment. It is effective on all 
classes of fires, but is most efficient 
indoors where wind can’t disperse 
the gas cloud. Its maximum range is 
about 8 feet, and closer operation is 
preferable. The 4-pound size (ca- 
pacity, not total weight) sells for 
about $22. Tho it works like magic, 
the major drawback is the problem 
of recharging it. Before you invest in 
one, be sure there are facilities in 
your town for this. 

In each of these types, you’ll find a 
half-dozen or more makes. But no 
matter how attractive the price or 
how glib the salesman, don’t buy an 
extinguisher without the seal of ap- 
proval of the Underwriter’s Labora- 
tories or the Factory Mutual Labor- 
atories. This rules out, among others, 
the cardboard tubes you empty on a 
fire and those glass balls you either 
hang on the wall or pitch at a blaze. 

At this point, your natural ques- 
tion is: Well, if they’re all so good, 
which kind shall I buy? That’s a 
tough question, but here’s what I 
did, and why: __[ Turn to next page

Our home is a two-story frame 
dwelling, 14 miles from the nearest 
fire department. It is subject to the 
threat of all three classes of fires. 
Many times only women are home. 

I have a great fondness for both 
the Foam and the Carbon Dioxide 
types. But both are fairly heavy, and 
tho the latter comes in small sizes, it 
requires a close approach to the fire 
if you’re not going to waste the 
limited contents. 

So I concentrated on the Vapor- 
izing Liquid hand-gun type in the 
114-quart size. It is light, you can 
work it 15 or 20 feet from the blaze, 
you can use it on any fire, and it is 
the simplest of all extinguishers to 
recharge. Instead of relying on one 
big extinguisher, I have five small 
ones spotted in strategic locations. 
In an emergency, we don’t have to 
go far for an extinguisher. And if one 
isn’t enough, there are four others to 
back it up. At least once a year, we 
build a bonfire and let every mem- 
ber of the household take a crack at 
it with an extinguisher, just to keep 
in practice. We also have garden 
hose to reach any part of the house. 

Some experts will quarrel with 
the choice of carbon tetrachloride 
extinguishers on the grounds that the 
liquid can be quite toxic when heat- 
ed. It is true that you might be 
knocked out by the fumes in a small, 
closed room. I’m more frightened by 
combustion gases from smoldering 
fires. But any room where carbon 
tet has been used should be venti- 
lated as quickly as possible. 


Wauatever extinguisher you 
buy, follow three rules. First, in case 
of fire, call the fire department, then do 
what you can with your extinguish- 
er. You may easily underestimate 
the seriousness of the blaze, and you 
may not have it completely out. So 
let the boys who know their business 
have a look. The second rule— 
empty and recharge your extin- 
guisher at least once a year. And 
third, practice with it periodically. 

Too much emphasis cannot be 
placed on the third point. P’ve seen 
many a home boasting an extin- 
guisher which everybody has for- 
gotten how to operate. Blunders are 
easy to make in the excitement of the 
moment, unless you’ve schooled 
yourself in advance.

take lies in not having an extinguish- 
er when you need it. Most people 
feel a fire is something that happens 
only to someone else. 

The fact remains that every hour 
of the day or night, about 30 Ameri- 
can homes catch fire. What happens 
in each case depends upon what is 
done immediately. All fires are the 
same size when they start, so the first 
five minutes at a blaze are worth the 
next five hours. 


Hiow to Fight a Small Fire Safely 


The first thing to do when a fire 
breaks out, says the National Fire 
Protection Association, is to collect 
your wits and size up the situation. 
That won’t take more than a few 
seconds, and it may keep you from 
doing something foolish. 

After notifying the fire depart- 
ment, go into action with your ex- 
tinguisher. Take a position near the 
door, so any sudden burst of flame 
cannot trap you. If possible, stand so 
the smoke and fire are carried away 
from you by any drafts. If the fire is 
in a small room or closet, stay out- 
side and aim the extinguishing agent 
in at the fire. Take advantage of the 
length of the stream to remain at a 
comfortable distance from the fire. 

Always aim directly at the thing 
that is burning (not at the smoke or 
flame), except in the case of a flam- 
mable liquid. If cooking fats, gaso- 
line, or other Class B materials are 
burning in a container, aim just 
above the level of the liquid, to 
avoid splashing and spreading fire. 

If the fire is spread out over the 
floor or ground, start at one end, 
preferably at the point nearest you, 
and sweep it*out completely as you 
go. If the fire is traveling up a wall, 
put out the fire at the bottom first 
and then follow it up. 

In the case of Class C fires, turn 
off the electric current, if you can, 
to prevent re-ignition; but by using 
the proper type of extinguisher, you 
will not be in danger of a shock if 
you cannot turn off the current. . 

Many materials give off poisonous 
gases when they burn, so move 
about to avoid inhaling the smoke. 
When the fire is out, open windows 
to air the room. If you cannot venti- 
late quickly and easily, get out and 
stay out until the smoke has cleared.

Ti 1E vestibule was large. The living room was small. 
An upstairs bedroom was shaped like a bowling alley. 
But when B. E. Holub of Sycamore, Illinois, and his 
architect, H. B. Smith of Marengo, looked it over, 
they decided it was a good buy, nevertheless, and 
worth remodeling. Many compliments have vindi- 
cated their judgment. 

As you can see, changes were extensive. Builder 
Swan Olson’s first step was to enlarge the living room 
by adding in the over-sized vestibule and narrow front 
porch. He added a fireplace, a door to the terrace, 
and a full-length bay window. The stairs off the hall 
were shortened, and the basement stairway moved, to 
allow the addition of a coat closet and lavatory. 


Tue kitchen was a nightmare of useless space. Tear- 
ing out the unused back stairway added three win- 
dows and 11 feet of unbroken wall and work space. 
Now the Holubs have room to work and eat in the 
kitchen without being cramped. The utility room be- 
came a back hall which serves the kitchen, basement, 
attached garage, and yard. A large closet was in- 
cluded for the storage of cleaning equipment. 

Alterations upstairs were largely the result of 
changes downstairs. One bedroom, which formerly 
had to be used as a passageway to reach the bath and 
other bedroom, was eliminated. This made room for 
a dressing room off the Holubs’ bedroom, and for a 
new bathroom convenient to both bedrooms. A door 
from the back room leads to the sun deck over the 
farage. 

Many important details do not show. For example, 
189 electrical outlets and switches, including 12 three- 
way switches, were installed. All new plumbing fix- 
tures were used. And all windows are fitted with sun- 
Tay glass.

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Years ef life, plus the beauty of richer, greener foliage, are added for lawn and shade 
trees when their owners help the trees minimize the hazards of city and town life 


Bic and sturdy, forest trees manage to survive many 
of the troubles that bring early death to city and town 
shade trees. But intelligent care can add years to the 
lives of your own trees, can even make them big and 
sturdy. Six hazards are likely to shorten drastically 
their lives: diseases, insects, gas injury, drouth, starva- 
tion, and mechanical injury. Here’s what scientists 
recommend to minimize injury from these sources: 


Diseases and insects. Well-fed trees, free of dead 
and broken branches, escape most disease and insects. 
When trees are attacked, such modern chemical tri-

many pests. Borers, long the No. 1 hazard for newly 
planted trees, stay away when you protect the trunks 
from the ground to the main branches with the special 
wrapping paper or new grub-proofing paints now 
available.

ease can be halted by chemicals in- 
jected into the wood. 

The scientists warn that a slight 
overdose of the powerful new chemi- 
cals can kill the treated tree. They 
caution that offers of chemicals for 
injecting into trees as a sure-cure for 
disease are still to be regarded as the 
happy hunting ground of quacks, 
whose treatments are more likely to 
kill your tree than to help it. 


Docrors Howard and Horsfall 
are more hopeful that chemical 
immunization of trees will one day 
be commercially practical. Already 
both scientists have immunized trees 
experimentally, but for some time 
the chemicals must be used as risky 
pioneer experimenting, rather than 
with the assurance of a family physi- 
cian giving cough medicine. 

At present, there isn’t much you 
can do against the phloem necrosis 
virus now killing thousands of elms 
in the Midwest. But for another 
widespread elm disease there is a 
useful treatment. Dr. J. C. Carter, 
of the University of Illinois, recently 
discovered that the unsightly sticky 
liquid that oozes out of cracks in the 
main trunks of many elms is pro- 
duced by bacteria attacking the 
heartwood in the center of the trunk. 

There is no practical way to kill 
the bacteria, and if the slime gets in- 
to the water-conducting parts of the 
tree, branches at the top of the tree 
will be killed. But if pipes are in- 
stalled to drain the slime out of the 
heartwood before pressure is built 
up, the bacteria become less active, 
and possibility of the slime getting to 
the top of the tree is lessened. 


Gas injury te reots. Death within 
a matter of days can strike your trees 
when a gas pipe breaks, according to 
Dr. P. P. Pirone, of Rutgers Univer- 
sity. Fortunately, big breaks are 
rare. Unfortunately, gas travels thru 
the soil readily for hundreds of feet

from the leak, and tree roots seem to 
offer a natural path for the gas to 
follow up to the surface of the soil. 

Usually the leak is a small one. 
Leaves on the nearby tree remain 
small and become yellow-green 
rather than deep-green. Otherwise, 
the tree may exhibit nothing par- 
ticularly wrong with it and may 
struggle along for several years be- 
fore it finally dies. 

To complicate the diagnosis of 
gas injury, there are numerous tree 
troubles that cause identical symp- 
toms of sickness. Only a professional 
tree expert can make the positive 
diagnosis, but you can be a gas 
sleuth. Here’s what you do: 


Te detect gas. Easiest way, and 
quickest, is to punch a foot-deep hole 
into the soil and smell the air in it. 
In addition, you can ask the local 
gas company to bring its gas-detect- 
ing machine to the suspected area. 

If no leak is found and you still 
suspect gas is causing tree injury, 
you can make a further check your- 
self. On a warm day, place a vigorous 
potted tomato plant, pot and all, at 
the bottom of a 2-foot-deep hole in 
the suspected area. Cover the hole 
with boards and soil to make a rea- 
sonably airtight seal. 

Look at the plant after 24 hours. 
If the branches have bent sharply 
downward, there is enough illumi- 
nating gas present to injure tree 
roots. Tomatoes are 200 times as 
sensitive to illuminating gas as is 
your nose, and 50 times better than 
the best chemical test. 

Once a leak is discovered and re- 
paired, aerate the soil by digging 
deep trenches on the side of the tree 
nearest the leak. 

After three or four days of aera- 
tion, fill the trenches with water 
several times to wash out toxic ma- 
terials left in the soil by the gas. Re- 
place the soil and feed the trees with 
a complete plant food.

Feeding trees. Trees lack a cow’s 
ability to move to greener pastures 
down the street when hungry. The 
mineral requirements of trees are 
few, but trees must have these min- 
erals for normal health. 

First choice of August P. Beil- 
mann, manager of the Gray Summit 
Arboretum of the Missouri Botanical 
Garden, is a 10-8-6 plant food, that 
is, one which contains 10 percent 
nitrogen, 8 percent phosphorus, and 
6 percent potash. If the 10-8-6 grade 
is not available in your town, get the 
grade nearest like it. 

Trees at the Gray Summit Ar- 
boretum are fed before June 10 be- 
cause practically all of the growth for 
the year is made within six weeks 
after the leaves start to appear. 

But if you forgot to feed your trees 
last spring, you can do it profitably in 
September or October, according to 
Dr. L. C. Chadwick, of Ohio State. 
Tree roots below the frost line in the 
soil remain active all winter. 

Sixteen years of research have 
led Mr. Beilmann to rely on a special 
formula for deciding how much 
plant food a tree needs each year: 
Add height and width of tree (in 
feet) to the circumference of the 
trunk (in inches). Example: A tree 
60 feet high, 40 feet wide, 100-inch 
trunk circumference, should receive 
60 plus 40 plus 100, or 200 pounds 
of 10-8-6 plant food. 

To get plant food down near the 
roots you can use a crowbar to punch 
18-inch-deep holes into the lawn. 
Mr. Beilmann likes to confine the 
holes to a concentric ring 30 inches 
wide just at the end of the branches. 
Individual holes can be 2 feet apart. 
Each hole gets 14% pounds of plant 
food, plus enough soil to fill it. 

When pin oaks suffer from any 
upset in their diet, they produce 
yellowish-white leaves instead of the 
usual deep green. Insufficient sol- 
uble iron in the soil is the usual 
trouble. If the soil is alkaline, Doc- 
tor Chadwick suggests applying 3 
pounds of a mixture of equal parts 
of ferrous sulfate, aluminum sulfate, 
ammonium sulfate, and a finely 
ground sulfur for each inch of tree 
diameter. This treatment will make 
the soil acid and the iron soluble. 


Preuth. Trees often are deep-root- 
ed enough to get water long after 
shallow-rooted crops die of thirst, 
but street trees need extra water. 


Mechanical injury. Cuts made in 
pruning provide easy avenues of 
entrance for disease spores to start 
their deadly work. But in the past 
too much faith has been put in slap 
ping a coat of ordinary paint, shellac, 
or tar paint over the cut. 

Shellac is no better than leavi 
the cut exposed, and most paints 
roofing tars injure the living tissue al 
the edge of the cut. Reco 
are the special noninjurious grades 
of asphaltum and the newer > 
paints which contain chemi 
kill disease spores. ge

to hope, and to let it run its course 
and then try to patch up the damage 
done. It may be mild. Or it may 
twist and contract the muscles until 
a small body arches rigidly in the 
bed and only head and feet touch 
the sheets. 

Even in cases of complete recov- 
ery it is frightening, painful, costly. 
And yet slowly, gradually, we’re 
learning. The fear of polio need no 
longer be the fear of the wholly un- 
known. There are precautions you 
can take. You are no longer help- 
less, utterly. 


Is polio spread by filth 
and flies? 


Until recent years researchers be- 
lieved polio was filth-borne like 
typhoid and dysentery, and prob- 
ably spread by healthy carriers like 
Typhoid Mary. They believed this 
because polio virus can be isolated 
from the feces of virtually all polio 
cases and of many well individuals 
who have been in contact with a 
case. Sometimes it can be isolated 
from sewage plants, stagnant water, 
privies, and flies caught in polluted 
areas. In experiments during North 
Carolina’s epidemic two years ago, 
researchers left food exposed to flies 
on back porches of the homes of 16 
polio cases, then fed the food to a 
pair of chimpanzees. Altho the 
chimpanzees did not get sick, the 
virus was found in their excreta, and 
when it was injected into other 
monkeys caused typical infantile- 
paralysis injury. 

This theory that polio is filth- and 
fly-borne would explain why polio 
becomes epidemic in late summer, 
and why it occasionally appears in a 
rural area or an institution where 
the child apparently has not come in 
contact with anyone from the out- 
side. Yet why, ask the doctors, has 
no epidemic ever been traced, like 
typhoid, to contaminated food or 
water? Why, when improved sani- 
tation in the last generation has 
checked typhoid and dysentery, has 
polio increased? And why have some 
polio epidemics continued into cold 
weather, when flies are inactive? 
Extensive studies were made during 
the outbreak in Chicago last sum- 
mer, and, tho flies were active, they 
were scarcely more plentiful in the 
polio neighborhoods than in control 
areas where polio did not appear.

Study of the 1944 epidemic 
around Buffalo, which ended with 
625 cases of paralysis, revealed that 
the epidemic had been under way 
three months before any cases were 
recognized.

other son, a 4-year-old, was stricken 
with infantile paralysis. After care- 
ful study, investigators concluded 
that all the preceding illnesses were 
mild polio, and that the virus had 
been active in the house for at least 
11 weeks before the first paralysis. 

Accumulating evidence like this 
has led most authorities to believe 
that polio passes, in a majority of 
cases at least, like most other child- 
ren’s diseases, directly from child to 
child, and not thru polluted sewage, 
streams, flies, or other factors of un- 
sanitary environment. The evidence 
further indicates that the virus is con- 
tinuously active between epidemics, 
that the often-quoted estimate of 10 
to 40 abortive cases of polio for every 
1 which strikes with paralysis would 
not seem unreasonable, and that the 
abortive cases become immune to 
polio without ever knowing they've 
had it. These theories, if correct, 
would explain why communities are 
usually free of epidemic polio for 
several years after an epidemic: The 
disease has attacked most of the 
susceptible and can no longer sup- 
port itself until a new crop of victims 
is ripe. Researchers do not rule out 
pollution and flies as polio trans- 
mitters but say there is no evidence 
that they play a major role in the 
spread once the virus has been in- 
troduced. 

Polio appears to be as contagious 
among children at 114 to 3% years 
as measles or mumps. When one 
child in a family gets it, the other 
young children in the family are 
more likely than not to get it, too, 
tho often not in a paralytic or even 
in a recognizable form. 


These are the symptoms 


Regardless of how the polio virus 
is transmitted, it is pretty well agreed 
that it enters the body thru the nose 
or mouth and follows the nerves 
from the pharynx and gastrointes- 
tinal tract back to the brain and 
spinal cord, where it strikes its 
paralyzing blow. Usually it attacks 
the nerve cells in the spinal cord, 
which control use of the voluntary 
muscles in the head, trunk, and 
limbs. Sometimes it attacks the cells 
high up in the spinal cord or in the 
lower part of the brain, cells which 
control breathing—this is the bulbar 
type, most likely to kill. The extent 
of paralysis in any part of the body 
depends on the extent of damage to 
the nerve cells. If they are really 
wiped out, the body cannot regen- 
erate them, and there is no known 
means of replacement. 

The infectious period for polio is 
usually from three days before to 
three days after the premonitory 
symptoms of the disease. The in- 
cubation period following exposure 
is usually from one to two weeks, 
averages 12 days. Then symptoms 
begin to appear. Symptoms the first 
couple of days resemble those of an 
ordinary cold or of many other in- 
fectious diseases; they include fever, 
weakness, sore throat, and upset 
stomach with vomiting, constipa- 
tion, or diarrhea. Then comes stiff- 
ness of the neck, soreness and twitch- 
ing of the muscles, rising fever and

which may be mild or painful. 

The nature of polio cases con- 
sidered abortive varies widely; there 
are all gradations of symptoms and 
severity. Some infections are mild 
and last only 24 hours—a running 
nose, a brief fever, vomiting. Others 
are severe with symptoms continu- 
ing for 8 to 10 days—high fever, per- 
sistent headache, stiffness of the neck 
and back, and aches and pains in 
the legs—followed by a prolonged 
convalescence. 


These are the precautions 


Inadequate as they are, here are 
the precautions to take against polio 
during epidemic time. 

Be alert to any unexplained fever, 
vomiting, or headache, and isolate 
the patient in bed pending medical 
diagnosis. In any case of doubt, call 
the doctor. Early care, if it is polio, 
speeds recovery. 

During ‘epidemic periods avoid 
removal of tonsils or teeth, if pos- 
sible, for they open the way for the 
virus to attack freshly injured nerves. 
Keep tooth cavities filled, for cavi- 
ties expose the pulp, and the pulp, 
richly supplied with nerves, may be 
one route by which the virus gets to 
the spinal cord. Two years ago, to 
test this theory, scientists exposed 
the pulp of the teeth of five monkeys, 
dropped polio virus into the cavities. 
One monkey developed paralysis, 
the other four a nonparalytic form 
of polio. These same scientists next 
examined the teeth of several hun- 
dred children in North Carolina and 
Baltimore during the 1944 epi- 
demic. In North Carolina, 70 per- 
cent of the children who had polio 
also had exposed tooth pulps, where- 
as among those who didn’t get the 
disease only 27 percent had exposed 
pulps. In Baltimore, the figures 
were 65 percent for those with polio 
and 24 for those without. 

Keep your children out of epi- 
demic areas. Avoid unnecessary 
contacts with large groups. 

Stay away and keep children 
away from sick persons. 

Don’t let children swim in pos- 
sibly polluted water or in a fresh 
water pool in a polio area. 

See that children wash their hands 
carefully before eating, and that 
they keep hands and other unclean 
objects away from their mouths. 

Help children avoid fatigue and 
sudden chilling of the body in very 
cold water when overheated. Chil- 
dren who are attacked after over- 
heating and exhaustion often have 
more serious paralysis than those 
who have had plenty of rest. No one 
knows why paralytic symptoms 
usually appear only in hot summer 
and fall months if polio virus is 
active in late winter and spring. But 
some scientists believe that it is be- 
cause children exercise far more 
vigorously in summer than winter, 
become more played out, and that 
this fatigue during the incubation 
period leaves them more open to 
paralytic attack. 

The prolonged treatment for 
polio makes it one of the most ex- 
pensive diseases known. But the 
March of Dimes contributions have 
been generous, and the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 
pledges that no victims shall lack 
treatment for want of funds.

One application of 2,4-D rids lawns of practically all weeds 
except crabgrass. But don’t expect weeds to die right away. 
Within a week after you spray the lawn, weeds twist grotesquely, 
but they struggle along for a month. They may look mighty sick, 
but death overtakes them gradually, not suddenly and spectacu- 
larly. Both tops and roots shrivel, but so slowly that most lawn 
owners are tempted to say at the end of two or three weeks, ““The 
stuff may kill weeds in your lawn, but my weeds are tough cus- 
tomers!” 

Here is a photographic record of 2,4-D in action against wild 
mustard growing in lawn grass. Dandelions and plantain may not 
twist as crazily or as quickly, but at the end of a month they’ll be 
dead. In each picture, pot at left was not sprayed.

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Basement—to Have or Have Not?

You need a basement: 


accessible to thieves. It’s better to 
carry things up a flight of stairs than 
have the garage so full you can’t 
even get your car into it. 

If you put your laundry above 
ground (probably off the kitchen), 
you'll have to heat it and insulate it, 
because women can’t wash clothes 
in an unheated room in midwinter. 
You could install fluorescent light- 
ing, run a heating duct into a base- 
ment laundry, and still have some of 
the $908 difference left over. 


BECAUSE certain conditions make 
a basement very practical. On a 
small city lot a basement is prac- 
tically a necessity if you expect to 
have any garden or lawn area left at 
all. A bit of green with flowers and 
vegetables is worth a fortune when 
eyes and body are tired and need a 
rest. Then, if you build on a slope, 
a basement is ideal, because one side 
or more can be open to sunlight and 
natural ventilation. 


BECAUSE the direct heat given off 
by all heating plants is put to use, 
as it rises and circulates under the 
first floor. You can always be sure 
your first floor will be dry, and not 
subject to the ravages of the weather. 


BECAUSE you need some excava- 
tion anyway in a basementless house 
to penetrate below the frost line, and 
to allow crawl space for access and 
ventilation to avoid damp and dry 
rot. This costs about $80 depending 
on the part of the country in which 
you live. In some parts the frost line 
is deep enough so you could have a 
full basement for little more than it 
costs to dig footings. And unless your 
flooring in a basementless house is 
well insulated, you have either a cold 


house or high fuel bills—or both. 
BECAUSE a basement gives your 


home a root in the ground, and im- 
parts to you a feeling of permanence 
no matter how small your house. It’s 
a psychological advantage, but its 
importance can’t be minimized. 


BECAUSE many people with mod- 
est incomes raise and put up a lot of 
fruits and vegetables.‘Damp tho a 
basement may be—and with proper 
precautions it can be kept dry—it is 
one spot that is cool enough all year 
round for storage of home-canned 
foods. To insulate and ventilate 
properly an equivalent space up- 
stairs is a costly process.

BECAUSE certain conditions make 
a basement very impractical. If you 
have to blast thru rock to put in a 
basement, you also blast a hole thru 
your wallet. If you build on low 
ground, not recommended, you're 
likely to end up with a cistern in- 
stead of a basement under your 
house. 


BECAUSE heating units don’t re- 
quire as much space as they used to, 
With forced-air heating, the heating 
plant doesn’t have to be below ground 
to be efficient. For example, radiant 
heating gives the same effect as grav- 
ity heating, with the added attrac- 
tion of regulated floor temperature. 


BECAUSE you no longer need 
crawl space. There are two ways of 
getting around it: One, by digging a 
trench, dropping foundation foot- 
ings below the frost line, filling in 
behind the foundation wall, and 
topping the space with a concrete 
slab; or two, by the “‘slab-on-grade” 

method, where the house rests on a 
concrete slab set on a drainage 
cushion consisting of a dry mix of 
concrete and gravel. The slab is in- 

sulated and waterproofed before the 
floor is laid.

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How to Line a 
Drawer With Cedar 


By C. C. Hermann 


War to install a cedar lining in the drawer of a dresser or chest? 
It takes no great skill—just a saw, hammer, and screwdriver. 

Standard aromatic cedar, which is tongued and grooved, comes in 
random lengths '4”’ thick and 2!» wide. The other materials re- 
quired are 4 dozen No. 4.x °y"' flat-head brass wood screws, about 40 
3/16" x 1!" corrugated fasteners, four *4"" brads, 3 hinges with 
screws, and a little glue and sandpaper. 

First measure the inside dimensions of the drawer you plan to line. 
Then make these deductions: for lid and bottom section deduct ! 9” in 
width, !,”’ in length; for front and back sections deduct °” in depth, 
1.” in length; for side sections deduct °,” in depth, !9” in width. 

For illustration I've lined a drawer that measured 39! 9” x 15'g"" x 
6”. The bottom and lid sections of my lining, then, were 39” x 15”; 
front and back sections were 39% ¢"' x 5° 9"": side sections were 14° ¢" x 
53 a - 

To form the bottom section cut 6 pieces 39° 5" long. Lay them on a 
flat surface, back side up. Force the strips together and square the 
ends by tapping with a hammer. Across the joints drive the corru- 
gated fasteners flush with the surface of the wood. Trim off the tongue. 

Front, back, and side sections are similarly assembled. Since the 
width of two pieces is only 5’° and our dimension is 53." rip out a 
3.’ tongued strip and fit it into its groove with wood glue. Then as- 


semble as before. 


The lid comes in two pieces, hinged for easy operation. Cut and 
assemble 3 pieces 39°," long; across the underside add the brace 
sections and baffle as indicated, allowing the baffle to protrude 1” 
bevond the edge of the section 

Next cut 3 more pieces 39°,” long to form the hinged half of the 
lid. Mark out a 3’ x 1”’ cut for the handhold in the center of the front 
strip. Then make the required cuts at roughly 60 degrees to the hori- 
zontal. Round off rough edges with sandpaper. Then assemble the 
pieces, trim off the tongue, and add the reinforcing and bracing on 
the underside and across the handhold. 

Now assemble the 7 sections in the drawer. Lav the bottom in first. 
Then drop in the front and back sections and wedge in the sides. Two 
34°’ brads driven into the drawer thru each side section will hold the 
entire lining in place. Lay the two sections of the lid down in place, 
screw in the hinges, and the job is done.

As she finished a piece, she 
laid it on the table with her left 
hand, picked up a fresh piece from 
the roll on the return trip. 


Tuat finished the dampened 
pieces. There were no hand towels. 
The Woods prefer small turkish 
towels that don’t have to be ironed. 
And no tablecloths. Except for par- 
ties they use luncheon mats or lace 
cloths, The latter, Mrs. Wood hangs 
as she does sheets—double with six 
inches of the hems over the line. They 
dry smooth without ironing. Her 
oiled-silk aprons save still another 
ironing job or two each week. 

Now we are sailing thru the “dry 
ironing.” Pajamas, broadcloth shorts, 
and the girls’ cotton slips had been 
hung carefully and laid smoothly in 
the basket when taken down. She 
ironed them double, and only on the 
front. But she folded them “‘just so.” 

She ironed two house dresses for 
herself—both seersucker, and bone 
dry. They needed only a few deft 
pressing strokes. Cotton dresses and 
play suits for the girls were handled 
the same way and put on hangers on 
the towel rack. In winter, she ex- 
plained, the girls wear suspender 
skirts with sweaters, jerseys, or seer- 
sucker blouses, and this cuts down 
the ironing still more. Timmy wears 
jersey suits or sweaters with cordu- 
roy overalls. These are hung care- 





fully on the line, and his warm little 
body soon smooths out any leftover 
wrinkles. 

Nothing was left now but sheets 
and pillowcases. “These are my one 
ironing luxury,” she admitted. 
““They’re almost as nice unironed, 
but we like the feel of ironed hems.” 
These had been neatly folded when 
taken down.

Proper dampening. It takes pre- 
cious minutes to iron out excess 
water. 

No waste motions at the board. 
Mrs. Wood hadn’t taken two steps 
away from hers during the entire 
ironing! 


“Of course,” she commented 


cheerfully, “if I had help there’d be 
time to do a better job. But even so, 
there are no complaints from the 
family. I guess they’d rather have a 
good-tempered, less-tired mother, 
than the laundry-smooth sheets and 


slips.”

remind you that these oldest living 
things are worth seeing any time. In 
the fall a touch of frost has trans- 
formed the deciduous plants that 
huddle meekly at their feet into 
scarlets and bright yellows. The old 
fronds of the giant ferns have turned 
warm brown. 

The greatest concentration of 
roadside redwoods is south of For- 
tuna—the Founders’ Tree, 364 feet 
straight up; the Avenue of Giants 
where you drive past trees so tall 
you wish violently for a hole in the 
roof of your car; and a series of fine 
groves where you can picnic among 
California’s elderly beauties. 

The vineyards and orchards to 
the south burn with the same sultry 
hues before aging to gentler umbers 
and mahogany. As you make your 
pastoral way to San Francisco thru 
Marin County’s genie hills you may 
want to stop at Asti or one of the 
other hospitable Napa-Sonoma vine- 
yards, to sample wines with Mon- 
terey Jack cheese and sour French 


bread. 


Orr THE beaten path is a vast 
sweep of coastline by-passed by the 
main highway into the redwoods. 
We like to think of it as our own, 
personal find. It’s as unthinkable 
that it should be’so little-visited as 
it would be for a ruby necklace to 
lie unnoticed between Market 
Street’s quadruple streetcar tracks. 
But there it is—the beauty of Cali- 
fornia’s hundreds of miles of coast 
so concentrated that a drive from 
Jenner-by-the-Sea north to Fort 
Bragg on State Highway 1 takes you 
along a hundred-plus miles that 
have no parallel for seascape. Tiny 
Fort Ross is like a stage setting just 
forsaken by the actors. Restoration 
of the Russian stockade, headquar- 
ters building, and the Byzantine 
chapel make this early scene of abor- 
tive Russian colonization a speaking 
likeness of the past. Dotting rugged 
coves and rocky headland, old Rus- 
sian burial grounds are now over- 
whelmed by tangled rosebushes and 
valerian gone native within rock 
walls studded by stone ornaments 
in traditional Russian design. 

Ocean Cove; lunch and a quick 
polka at George Capucci’s Hotel at 
Gualala; the beach at Anchor Bay; 
the quaintness of Manchester, Elk, 
and Mendocino—all of these we 
would like to share with you, to- 
gether with the old lumbering towns 
huddled at the mouths of drowned 
rivers. Innocent of roadside adver- 
tising, this is an uncrowded, un- 
spoiled stretch, its coastal meadows 
rising to abrupt hills covered with 
redwoods, huckleberry, salal. 

A similar, but to us less emphatic, 
section of Pacific brink country 
lies about 125 miles south of San 
Francisco Bay. Monterey is gateway 
for the Carmel-San Simeon High- 
way, dramatically carved out of the 
steep Santa Lucia range as it drops 
sheer to the Pacific. The city itself is 
another saturation point of history, 
scenery, and the joy of living. The 
history isn’t hopped-up. The scenery 
comes in the original Technicolor of

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Nature, from the white, sandy cres- 
cent sloping to the incredible blue of 
Monterey Bay, to the dark-green 
pines, and the even more intensely 
blue sky above. It’s a memory to 
treasure. And, if you love your food 
as we do, there are tamales at Casa 
Maria Historiana, or enchiladas; 
Italian dinners at 


steaks, and abalone at one of the 
restaurants on the wharf down near 
the Monterey Customs House. 


A FEW minutes over the hill from 
Monterey is Carmel, stronghold of 
the Arts, almost unreal in its forest 
setting, half-hidden by the undis- 
turbed trees as it creeps down to its 
broad white beach. And a trip over 
the Seventeen-Mile Drive will set 
you to pinching yourself to make 
sure you are, after all, awake.

But 
enormous and rich. Like most west- 
ern shellfish, they have a less subtle 
taste than the eastern varieties. 

And a brief footnote for dirt gar- 
deners is the scallop State Highway 
1 makes from Santa Maria to en- 
compass the Lompoc Valley. Here, 
in one of the largest commercial 
gardens in the world, fall color 
flashes richly from zinnias, asters, 
and other tag-end blooms in mass 
planting. This is chaparral country, 
too. Park the car and wander a bit. 
But bear in mind the warning of 
Lester Rountree, authority on west- 
ern plant types: There’s only one 
way to investigate chaparral—on 
hands and knees. No nylons. 


Avose bricks, faithfully prepared 
in the traditional manner, went into 
the reconstruction of La Purisima 
Mission in this little valley. Even 
the extensive gardens are planted 
only with species noted in mission 
records. Here is a bit of the past suc- 
cessfully recaptured, quiet, haunted 
under spreading pepper trees. 
California’s missions are scattered 
from Sonoma, north of San Fran- 
cisco, to San Diego. Most of them 
are on the main-traveled routes. All 
of them, in a greater or lesser degree, 
have a time-dispelling quality of the 
California that was. This is espe- 
cially potent at the little mission 
town of San Juan Bautista, south of 
Gilroy, just off U. S. 101. Free of the 
more blatant aspects of contempo- 
rary commerce, littl San Juan 
retains its flavor in a slightly faded, 
but not distorted, manner. The 
Plaza still dozes before the mission, 
the Plaza Hotel, and the Castro 
House. The main street is a movie 
set without the false fronts. Old 
stores, private residences, and tan- 
gled gardens give more than a hint 
of San Juan under Spanish rule. 
When you visit Santa Barbara at 
any season, you reach a climax. It is 
a city of ocean and mountain vistas, 
of gleaming abundance, wonderful 
hotels, patrician calm, and archi- 
tectural beauty derived from tradi- 
tional Spanish without being gaudy

or theatrical. Gardeners will find an 
eye-popping display of “‘impossible”’ 
subtropicals luxuriating outside of 
hothouses in confident disregard of 
the season. Fall brings poinsettias 
that stand six feet high against white 
walls, bougainvillea, clematis, and 
such geraniums. Another must-see 
for the gardener is the Blaksley 
Botanic Garden, out in Mission 
Canyon. It boasts California natives 
mingled naturalistically among such 
original settlers as ceanothus and the 
great oaks. 

This blending is carried forward 
in Santa Barbara itself, where you 
live with history, not against it. 
Modern homes, the amazing estates 
of Montecito, the gracious court- 
house and its parklike grounds, 
nudge historic adobes and the splen- 
did mission without quarreling. 
Downtown, smart shops and excel- 
lent restaurants are built around a 
large courtyard directly behind one 
of the finest and largest adobes, still 
lived in by descendents of the origi- 
nal Spanish owners. Santa Barbara 
is proud, too, of its bird refuge. In 
the fall, its large lake gives shelter to 
a swarm of interesting migrants, 
many of which will winter there in 
the mild climate. The yacht harbor 
and promenade, rimmed by palms, 
will impress you, even if you are 
only a spectator who doesn’t know 
fore from aft. 


Over the mountains is additional 
wealth—the Santa Ynez Valley, 
where the commercial flower fields 
spill over from Lompoc, and Santa 
Ynez Mission stands in startling 
juxtaposition to the Danish archi- 
tecture of the little town of Solvang 

—‘Sunny Meadow.” The valley 
itself is an oak-studded grassland, 
given over to stock ranges in the old 
tradition, where herds of horses, 
including beautiful Palominos, graze 
and wheel under the bearded trees. 

Another coastal valley reached 
by the little back roads is Ojai 
(Oh-hi) Valley. The climate is the 
sort which chambers of commerce 
claim. Great citrus groves prove 
them right. This paragon of valleys 
is an easy side trip from Santa Bar- 
bara. 

Southern California, ruled by the 
spacious queen-city Los Angeles, is 
a five-foot travel shelf in itself. Here 
is the California one usually visual- 
izes, where the art of outdoor living 
has been developed to sunburned 
perfection. In the fall, that famous, 
special sun that frequents the sky 
only above Southern California is 
seldom done shining. Winter is held 
at bay far beyond its natural aspira- 
tions. From Malibu, north of Santa 
Monica, to the Silver Strand near 
San Diego, are broad white beaches 
where you can swim and bronze 
yourself with fantastic disregard for 
the calendar. And everywhere goes 
on that superlative show which is 
the special knack of Southern Cali- 
fornia, where the girl at the cigar 
counter acts a little like a fugitive 
from an autograph battalion, and 
even the hamburger joints manage 
to be An Experience!

CALIFORNIA’S mountains run 
from gentle Tamalpais and Diablo 
in the San Francisco Bay area to the 
towering progression of stupendities 
that make the southern section of 
the Cascades in the north and the 
jutting granite backbone of the 
Sierra Nevada toward the south. 
The mountains represent the sculp- 
ture section of this vast Western art 
gallery, with Lassen, less-known 
than it deserves, to the north, com- 
peting with her more static sisters 
down the state’s carved corridors. 
Lassen, the only active volcano in 
the United States mainland, fumes 
and mutters deep underground as a 
reminder there is unfinished business 
within her lava-scarred flanks. 

Shasta, farther north, having been 
thru all this volcanic nonsense, has 
settled down to a white-headed 
majesty; Mt. Whitney, much far- 
ther south and the highest mountain 
in continental United States, keeps 
her head, and presumably her 
thoughts, in the clouds. 

Here, then, are mountains. Here, 
in the fall, are great fusions of clear 
air, clean water, forest, and meadow 
cupped in by towering crags and 
upthrust hands of stone which have 
already reached winter. Here are 
the intangibles of mountains in the 
fall, a vintage quality. Something 
happens fleetingly to the aspen, the 
dogwood, and the oak, and they 
blaze briefly in scarlet, yellow, red, 
and brown. It is a quick period of 
transformation that comes on the 
whim of Nature. We can’t promise 
you'll be there at the psychological 
moment. But even if you’re not, 
you'll find familiar places like 
Yosemite have taken on a new 
aspect, unrelated to the fire of 
autumn but as alluring. In the sharp 
air the pleasant languor of quiet 
days mingles with the stimulating 
nip of encroaching winter. Leaves 
are crisp underfoot. Some mountain 
passes, like Tioga, may still be open. 
If you can drive them, the experi- 
ence will be one to remember. If 
not, Yosemite in fall dress is as en- 
thralling as the busier summer ver- 
sion, even without the booming 
waterfalls, most of which may have 
dried up during the summer. High 
lakes like Tahoe will now seem more 
blue, and all the more peaceful be- 
cause you aren’t seeing them in com- 
petition with summer crowds. 


Here in Yosemite, Sequoia, and 
Kings Canyon National Parks are 
the giant redwoods, bigger in girth 
than their sisters on the coast and 
with bark more brilliantly red. They 
come in all sizes and shapes, from 
the Wawona Tree in Yosemite, thru 
which generations have driven, first 
in wagons, now in automobiles, to 
the Nation’s Christmas Tree in the 
Grant Grove section of Kings Can- 
yon. Except for this section, Kings 
Canyon Park is another version of 
Yosemite’s domes and cliffs, with 
the big difference that there are no 
accommodations and the road does 
not penetrate into the canyon far 
enough to make it, strictly speaking, 
a tourist park, unless the tourist is 
the hiking, pack-trip type. And fall, 
alas, is no time for a pack trip thru 
the High Sierra. From Sequoia, 
however, you get a superlative view 
of the Kings River [ Turn to page 158

Idaho remodeled home takes full advantage of exceptional scenery 


By Sidney V. Streator 


( JuR summer cottage, facing Lake 
Coeur d’ Alene, Idaho, is surrounded 
by some of the most magnificent 
scenery I have ever seen. When we 
decided to remodel it for year-round 
use, the problem was how to take 
full advantage of the views. 

Fortunately, we had time to con- 
sider every possibility before starting 
work, and to make scale drawings 
over and over again. Once the 
project was under way, I did most 
of the work myself with the aid of a 
young farmer who spent 22 months 
with us. 

The original living room was far 
too long for its width, as was the 
open front porch. So we attached 
more than one-third of the porch to 
the living room, and enclosed the 
balance as a sun porch. The result— 
a spectacular view thru picture win- 
dows, encompassing a breath-taking 
panorama of lake, mountains, and 
forest. 

We removed the pantry from a 
corner of the kitchen, and substitut- 
ed a window-wall. Thru it we have a 
majestic view of Wolf Lodge Bay and 
Mt. Coeur d’Alene. The scene from 
the dining terrace at the rear of the 
house is one of intimate beauty—a 
small waterfall and pool, with na- 
tive shrubs and timber in the back- 
ground. Beyond the timber, the rim- 
rock towers high against the sky line. 


2 
I EW partition changes were made, 
for obvious reasons of economy. We 
kept the early-morning sun in mind; 
it was welcome in the kitchen, but 
taboo in bedrooms. Winters here are 
far from mild, so we placed plumb- 
ing fixtures in a compact area, well 
away from exterior walls to forestall 
freezing. 

We gathered native stone in warm 
colors for the two fireplaces, one 
dominating a wall of the living room, 
the other, much smaller, occupying 
a corner of the upstairs studio. 

The second floor was finished to 
hold the studio, two bedrooms, and 
a lavatory, with large storage areas 
under the eaves. For studio walls,

under exposed ceiling rafters, pine 
boards with large red knots were 
chosen. The knots were made se- 
cure by nailing pieces of tin on the 
back of each. French doors in the 
studio open onto a balcony, a de- 
lightful place to view the lake on a 
moonlit summer evening. 

In place of a cubbyhole cellar, we 
excavated a full basement. I[t in- 
cludes a garage which opens into a 
warm, light workshop. A darkroom 
occupies the dry side of the base- 
ment, a fruit and vegetable room the 
moist side. Between is ample storage 
space for fuel for our pipeless fur- 
nace. 

A short distance from our home, 
yet entirely cut off by timber, are 
our picnic grounds, shaded by red 
fir and ponderosa pine trees. Picnic 
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grounds are on six terraces. One 
holds a croquet court. On anothers 
a combiration grill and cookstove 
and a large oven built of native 
stone. On the two largest terraces 
are tables and benches, with a seat 
ing capacity of 48 people. On three 
sides, the area is surrounded 
mixed timber and flowering shrubs. 
The front is open, facing down 
main channel of the lake.

in 1941. And the common foot de- 
fects of childhood—red spots, blis- 
ters, corns, and calluses—bring on, 
if neglected, bunions, weak feet and 
ankles, poor posture, and fatigue. 


Surveys compiled since 1914 
reveal that the percentage of foot 
| troubles according to age is on the 
| increase in the United States. These 
| reports also bring out that 72 per- 
cent of children’s foot defects are 
caused by heavy, stiff, outgrown 
| shoes; while 90 percent of adult foot 
| faults similarly are traced to .m- 
proper footwear. 
| Age charts show that foot defects 
increase rapidly from childhood to 
| middle life. 

Yet Massachusetts is the only 
| state that requires compulsory foot 
| examinations of all school children 
| at least once a year. Passed in 1943, 
| the Massachusetts bill was sponsored 
| by Dr. Joseph Lelyveld of Rockland, 

Massachusetts, podiatrist and chair- 
man of the National Foot Health 
Council, a voluntary advisory bu- 
reau for the prevention of foot de- 
fects in childhood. 

The examination program, car- 

ricd out by school physicians in both 
| grade and high schools, was in- 

augurated thruout the state during 

the 1943-44 school year, and doc- 

tors’ reports from the various cities 
| brought out at the end of the year: 
| @ That75 percentofthe examinations 

disclosed improperly fitted shoes; 

e That the number of incorrectly 

styled shoes increased with age, as 
| did the number of orthopedic and 

superficial foot defects. 

e That 80 percent of the stockings 
| were short, having the same effect 


' | as poorly fitted shoes causing crooked 


| toes, hammer toes, and bunions. 
e That children 5 to 10 years of age 
| were 40 to 50 percent foot defective, 
while children of high-school age 
were 80 percent defective (having 
| corns, calluses, ingrown nails, ham- 
| mer toes, verrucae, or the beginning 
| of bunions and large joints). 
| On the other hand, the fact that 
| most foot deformities can be pre- 
vented was concluded from a 25- 
| year study based on surveys made 
| by orthopedists, podiatrists, and 
| chiropodists in schools and foot 
| clinics. This comprehensive survey 
| not only disclosed that outgrown 
| shoes are injurious to child health, 
but that stiff, heavy shoes cause 
fatigue, nervous irritability, foot 
deformities, poor posture, and awk- 
wardness—sometimes retarding a 
child’s development. 


CHILDREN’S feet grow constant- 
ly but gradually, taking form and 
growing larger from week to week. 
The 26 bones in the adult foot are 
only soft masses in the child, remain- 
ing plastic until age 20. 

When a child starts to walk, bones 
in the arch are just forming. At age 
3, the toe bones are taking shape at 
their bases. From then until 6, bones 
in the instep are developing, but are 
not completely formed until be- 
tween the ages of 10 and 12,

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cation of all bones has taken place, 
altho the heel bone and that of the 
great toe do not complete their 
growth and formation until be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 20. 


Mosr adults know very little 
about the care of their feet, what 
kind of shoes to buy, or how they 
should be fitted. And when we con- 
sider that 9 out of 10 adults have foot 
troubles which slow them up, reduce 
their efficiency, and cause poor 
posture affecting the entire body, 
circulation, and nervous system, it 
becomes apparent that- everything 
possible should be done to prevent 
foot defects in childhood. 
Children’s foot defects have in- 
creased since heavy types of upper 
leathers were put into children’s 
shoes. Service seems to be the chief 
consideration, while parents over- 
look the fact that children outgrow 
their shoes rapidly at certain ages. 
Children should not be expected 
to wear their shoes until they fall 
apart. Lighter-weight, children’s 
shoes with more-flexible leather 
soles and upper leathers of light- 
weight calf or kidskin are every bit 
as serviceable as heavy leathers; yet 
are light enough to expand as the 
feet grow and permit them to bend 
without restriction or chafing. 


A FOOT-HEALTH program, such 
as that in Massachusetts, may pro- 
vide the answer to America’s foot 
ills. Since its inauguration, podia- 
trists and orthopedists thruout the 
Bay State have reported more chil- 
dren of school age brought for ex- 
amination and treatment—on the 
recommendation of the school phy- 
sician. And subsequent examina- 
tions in the schools showed that not 
as many children were wearing out- 
grown shoes as before. In some 
schools, rechecks of shoe size are 
made every two to three months. 

Leaflets on foot care and the fit- 
ting of shoes are sent home to par- 
ents and supplied to 4-H Clubs. 
Speakers give class instruction on 
the proper method of walking, on 
how to judge a properly fitted shoe, 
and on how to determine correct 
stocking size. 

In addition, the National Foot 
Health Council has supplied infor- 
mation to shoe fitters in retail stores, 
and has sent recommendations to 
stocking manufacturers explaining 
the need for stockings knitted to ac- 
tual foot form instead of to a point. 

Bills similar to the Massachusetts 
law at present are being promoted 
in California, New York, and Ne- 
braska, and the National Foot 
Health Council is preparing a plan 
to have some local sponsoring group 
propose such bills in all other states.

California

gorges from the good road down to 
the park entrance. 

After the Sierra comes the bois- 
terous and pleasant mountain-re- 
sort area of Southern California, 
well represented by Lake Arrow- 
head and Big Bear Lake, which in- 
cludes the Rim-of-the-World Drive. 
Here, too, fall has quieted down the 
hubbub and guarantees a pleasant 
time. 


Parr and parcel of California’s 
mountain marvels is the Mother 
Lode Country, scene of the Gold 
Rush, which extends along the 
western slope of the Sierra. In the 
summer this country is a shimmer 
of heat—not unbearable, but not 
comfortable, either. Fall brings a 
complete respite from this incon- 
venience, and is the time to seek out 
State Highway 49 for a one- or two- 
day motor trip in search of the fas- 
cinating remains of the days of °49. 
As a hint, look into Volcano, Hor- 
nitos, Fiddletown, Columbia, Grass 
Valley. 

The gold mines are still in opera- 
tion at Jackson. Grass Valley, in 
addition to being a lovely little 
mountain town, is the site of Lola 
Montez’ home, set among glowing 
maples and golden aspen just down 
the street from Lotta Crabtree’s 
house. These towns and others in the 
Mother Lode tell their own story. 
Altho it occasionally sinks to a mur- 
mur, the voice of the past speaks 
abundantly. 

Along the eastern: slope of the 
Sierra, U. S. Highway 395 runs like 
an index of mountain beauty along 
California’s eastern border, barely 
skirting the high tumble of white 
mountains, and occasionally flirting 
deeply in among tiny lakes clustered 
at the foot of the Sierra, pleasant 
facsimiles of the less accessible alpine 
mirrors high among the granite 
crags. Especially is this highway 
dear to us when it reaches the Corot- 
like countryside near Lone Pine. 
During the entire course of its north- 
ern section, after it has left the 
cooled-off Mojave Desert, you are 
within the shadow of high moun- 
tains. At Lone Pine, for instance, 
you can plainly see the spires of Mt. 
Whitney thru a rural vista of sniall 
stores and dwellings, a church 
steeple, and cottonwoods, without 
climbing a foot. U. S. 395 passes 
thru neat, brisk little towns like 
Bridgeport, perched high on a pla- 
teau above Mono Lake, a standout 
with its white buildings which have 
a pleasantly borrowed air of New 
England about them. 

The sudden anomaly of geology 
is well illustrated by Mono Craters, 
the geysers, and hot springs that 
stud the tree-shaded sections within 
sight of the snows above. The lakes 
are a particular delight. Brief side 
trips from the main highway take 
you to Mammoth Lake and to the 
cluster of blue gems in the vicinity 
of June Lake just below Mono Lake 
and the eastern entrance to Yosem- 
ite’s Tioga Pass. By automobile or 
bus, it’s a very special trip, one that 
mustn’t be omitted.

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Make Your Own Flagstones 








By MM. A. Thomas 


You can make your own flag- 
stones. Not only that, you can make 
them far more cheaply than you can 
buy them, they’ll be easier to place, 
and you can design them yourself. 

Making flagstones is a fine filler 
for an odd evening, for it takes only 
an hour or so to mix a batch. 

Required materials are few and 
cheap—a homemade platform, 
sand, cement, coloring, a gallon of 
old motor oil, and a little water. 
Also elbow grease, a requirement 
for any undertaking. 

First let’s consider the platform, 
sketched below. This 3-by-6 form 
consists of a sheathing floor of 
tongue-and-groove lumber nailed 
to three cross-members. Cut other 
pieces according to the cutting list. 
Notch the 2-by-3 side frame, and 
nail it to the platform. Then drop 
other pieces in place, and nail on the 
two wedge-blocks. 


Ber JRE wet-mixing any cement, 
fill the form level-full with sand. 
Then you will know how much to 
mix for a batch. The cement you 


add won’t increase the amount of 


mixed concrete; it merely fills in the 
space around the grains of sand. 
Having determined the amount 
of mortar required, you are ready 
to mix. Add roughly one-third as 
much cement as you have sand. 
Mix the two thoroly while dry. Add 
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water until the mixture is wet, yet 
sticky enough to hang to the hoe. 

Now oil the form, using an old 
paintbrush. Repeat the oiling proc- 
ess each time you mold; it greatly 
facilitates removal of the tiles. 

Now fill each section of the oiled 
form about half-full. Cut sections of 
wire lath, square mesh, or one-inch 
chicken wire to fit the sections, and 
lay them on the wet cement to re- 
inforce the tiles. Continue filling the 
form to within a quarter-inch of the 
top, tamping the cement until it’s © 
thoroly packed. 


lr YOU’VE correctly measured 
the cement, you should have a little 


left over. To this add coloring. The 


most easily obtainable powdered col- 
ors are red and black, available at 
masonry supply stores. Add _ the 
powder a little at a time until you 
achieve the desired shade. Don’t try 
to get too sharp or too deep a tone; 
too much coloring weakens the mix. 

Pour the colored mix in the forms 
and spread evenly. Then take a 
smooth stick of lumber about three 
feet long, lay it across the form, and, 
using it like a saw, work from one 
end to the other. This “‘screeding”’ 
brings excess water to the surface. 
Allow the water to evaporate before 
troweling. Use a steel float for a 
smooth surface, a wood float for 
rough finish. [ Turn to page 169

Three daylilies in bloom this 
morning—August Pioneer, Aucumn 
Prince and the species, H. multiflora. 
I have had one or more daylilies in 
bloom almost every day since the 
middle of May. This is because I 
have planted various kinds which 
bloom at different dates. 

The glory of the garden now is the 
marigolds. I planted a number of 
my favorite dwarfs and semi-dwarfs 
this year—Spry, Butterball, Melody, 
and Limelight. This latter, a 1940 
All-America, is a chrysanthemum- 
flowered type, with medium-small, 
light-lemon-yellow blooms and me- 
dium-low plant.

wildly trying to get out of the way. 


Sept. 7 Too hot and dry to work, so 
I resigned myself to odd jobs. 

I noticed that where I had applied 
the 2,4-D weed killer last month, the 
weeds are dead—dandelions, this- 
tles, dock, plantain, and divers 
others. The grass had not been 
harmed. 


Sept. 9 Maggie has been mumbling 
to herself that we need a new lamp 
for the living room, new desk for her, 
new rug for the dining room. She 
surely has our coming wedding an- 
niversary in mind. 


Sept. U1 As I was out slaving hard 
with the scythe to cut off some big 
weeds back by the vegetables, along 
came Mr. David, back home from 
high school. He’s a senior now, 
hearty and strong. 

Believe it or not, without my ask- 
ing him to do it, he reached for that 
scythe. He went to swinging it and 
kept at it until those weeds were all 
mowed. What in the world had 
come over him? At supper, I found 
out. 

*‘Daddy, can I use your car and 
drive up to the football game at 
Marysville, Friday night?”’ he asked. 
Sure, of course—now. 

Meanwhile, I was free for other 
chores. As I worked, a small bed 
caught my eye. Here is where, 
earlier, I had dug out old iris. A 
noble spot, thinks I, to put out a bed 
of lilies. So I told Maggie I would 
give her a collection of good lilies for 
her wedding-anniversary present. 


Sept. 16 When I came to the din- 
ner table, there in a vase was the 
cream of the blooms from Princess 
Marsha, a new strain of crested, 
early blooming asters. Luckily, 
Maggie hadn’t touched any of the 
extra-early Navy Blue. This latter 
has been in bloom a long time and is 
a mighty rich color. 

In late afternoon, went riding in 
the flivver. We stopped at home of 
John Davies, of our men’s rose club. 
Found Mrs. John out cutting off 
old blooms from her perennial phlox. 
Keeping them from going to seed 
saves the strength of the plants. If 
seeds are formed, they are likely to 
drop and grow. Volunteer seedlings 
invariably are husky critters of an 
ugly magenta color. They often 
crowd out the named-variety parent. 


Sept. 17 Looked like rain, so, says 
I, it’s a good time to move those 
Oriental poppies. Any time when 
they are dormant, from late July to 
now, is the best for this. I have some 
good-sized old clumps that need to 
be in different spots. 

I used a nursery spade and dug 
deeply, to get out as much of those 
brown sticks of roots as possible. To 
reset in the perennial bed, where the 
ground had previously been spaded 
up, I dug deep holes with the spade, 
so the roots would go down natural- 
ly. In planting, I set in the roots on 
somewhat of a slant, for this lets 
water run out of the crown. I cover 
the crown with soil one to two inches 
deep.

Back in rows in the vegetable 
patch are a goodly number of mums, 
grown from divisions set out there in 
late spring. They will bloom before 
long. I dug clumps of these carefully 
with the diamond-pointed spade and 
lifted the clumps gingerly into the 
wheelbarrow. Then up in the peren- 
nial beds, I carefully reset them to 
fill up vacant spaces. Here they will 
furnish bloom for fall. 


Sept. 20 “Here is your wedding 
present,” says I to Maggie as I came 
in with the mail. I handed her a little 
package. Opened up, there were re- 
vealed some Madonna-lily bulbs. It 
wasn’t the fancy collection of fine, 
new varieties and hybrids I had 
grandly promised. But anyhow, it 
was keeping the letter of the promise, 
if not the spirit. Tonight I planted 
them. 


Sept. 233 As I went forth this hot 
Sunday forenoon, I made me up a 
song about “It’s a grand day for 
spading. The sun is on high, up 
there in the sky,” etc. etc. I decided 
to get that bed where I had planned 
to plant new lilies in order for next- 
spring annuals. So I went to work. 

And that old sun beat down. My 
poor head began to thump. I rested 
longer between jerks of work. Final- 
ly, I made me up another song, 
which began “The old PDG, he 
ain’t what he used to be.”” With that, 
I quit and went into the house. 

At dinner, I noticed Maggie had 
put some Golden Dawn rosebuds in 
a vase. Golden Dawn has survived 
this terrible season better than any 
rose on the place, other than those 
of the cluster types. 


Sept. 24 Now was our 24th wed- 
ding anniversary. Bought Maggie a 
pound box of candy and went home. 
I handed it to her and invited her out 
to dinner. Land sakes—she was just 
about to leave for some social event 
of one of her clubs. So tonight I sat 
at home in my easy chair and read. 


Sept. 28 About my lawn are little 
patches and spots, here and yon, 
where there is no grass and the earth 
shows. These are the places where 
dandelions and plantain and other 
weeds were killed out by the 2,4-D 
weed killer I had applied about six 
weeks ago. 

Give the surrounding bluegrass a 
chance, and it will cover these bare 
spots. But there is a good chance 
that other weed seeds will drop there 
and sprout. So to help matters along, 
I reseeded all these bare places with 
grass seed this p.m. September is the 
best time for sowing grass seed, any- 
how. 


Sept. 30 Sunday—and bless my 
soul—fresh strawberries for dinner, 
along with ice cream. These berries 
came from the depths of the zero 
box in the basement, where Maggie 
had put them last June. 4 

My, how good they tasted. Whata 
wonderful affair, that freezer. Just 
think of all the rest of the berries and 
all the other vegetables and things 
down there, for winter days. Better 
pay us a visit about January.

For the South and West, it begins 
a new gardening year with the planting of fall 
vegetables and flowers. Even in the North, it’s 


Things to Do This 


time to think of 1947’s garden. Perennials that 
bloom in May and June should be planted in 
their permanent homes in September. Planted 
now, they will become well rooted this fall. 


Month Avervwhere 





Revamping garden plans is probably the most im- 
portant September job. Review this year’s gardening 
troubles—faulty drainage, too little humus, plants 
needing to be divided or replaced, gaps in the flower- 
ing season that need to be filled. You'll find many gen- 
eral changes can be planned in September for execu- 
tion during the days before summer arrives again. 


Dusting and spraying chemicals 
should be sealed into tight glass 
or metal containers and stored 
is for use next year. Rotenone, in 
<= particular, loses strength rapid- 

; ly when exposed to the air. 


Fall vegetables often are more successful in the 
South and West than spring crops. This is especially 
true of crops that grow best in cool weather. 

If your spring vegetable garden was as big as it 
should have been, your fall garden won’t use all of the 
space available. Now is the time to get this extra 
ground ready for spring planting. At least, spade it 
deeply, but leave the surface rough so that the soil will 
hold the water and snow. A better plan is to add 
humus, using peatmoss or well-rotted manure or 
leaves. Best of all, add humus, spade, smooth the sur- 
face, and sow rye, oats, or Austrian peas as cover crop. 


Newly planted trees 
should have sucker shoots 
removed. The best frame- 
work for long-lived trees 
that can resist high winds 
consists of adequately 
spaced branches arising 
at wide angles. Crowded, 
narrow-angle branches may split off during storms. 





Divide perennials that form crowns or clumps. 
Such plants as columbines, that grow largely on a 
single root, seldom can be divided successfully. 

In regions of cold winters, gaillardias, coralbells, 
double coreopsis, and anemones recover from division 
better if divided in late June. If you must move them 
now, mulch them well to help the plants get started. 


Stakes washed before the soil dries 
on them can be put into storage 
ready for use another year. If the 
stakes were not treated last spring 
with a wood preservative, painting 
them now with a 
copper-napthenate 
solution or other

PACIFIC COAST 


Ranunculus tubers, also those 
of anemone, should be soaked over- 
night, then started in shallow boxes 
of peatmoss or leafmold and later 
moved to the garden. 
Chrysanthemums should be al- 
lowed to develop only one bud on 
each stem if you want large flow- 
ers. Pick off the extra buds now. 
Most annuals and perennials 
can be cut back almost to the 
ground. You will have a second 
crop of flowers within a few weeks. 
Bearded iris divided in Septem- 
ber and replanted 12 to 18 inches 
apart will make big clumps again. 
Oil-emulsion sprays Wil! control 
scale on pittosporums, eugenias, 
ivies, and citrus trees. 

Hardwood euttings of favorite 
shrubs root readily when made 
this month. Make them about 8 
inches long, and insert in soil deep- 
ly enough so that only one or two 
buds are uncovered. Choose a 
Shady, well-drained location.

SOUTH 


Lawns started in September have 
the best chance for success. Old 
lawns can be renovated now. Ber- 
muda, St. Augustine, centipede, 
and Zoysia matrella can be mowed, 
raked thoroly, and then seeded to 
rye grass. Feed immediately. You'll 
have a green winter lawn. 

Tulips planted deeper and fed 
heavier than formerly practiced in 
the Middle South give excellent 
results. 

Beses should be sprayed regular- 
ly. In the Lower South, it’s time to 
prune them half-as severely as in 
winter. Feed after pruning. 

For azaleas, September feeding, 
formerly frowned upon, we now 
find gives excellent results. 
White flies on gardenias, ligus- 
trums, and other broad-leaved 
evergreens can be controlled by 
oil-emulsion sprays which contain 
nicotine sulfate or DDT. The same 
DDT mixture controls leaf miners 
of boxwood.

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CENTRAL—EAST 


Lawns can be fed now, using either 
mineral or organic plant foods. 
When using a mechanical spread- 
er, overlap the wheel tracks so that 
no areas are skipped. 

Crabgrass can be raked out with 
a dandelion rake, the soil loosened 
with a stiff rake or spaded up, and 
the bare spots reseeded with good 
grass seed. If the lawn is mostly 
crabgrass, wait for frost to kill the 
invader, then rake it out and re- 
seed. Avoid annual bluegrass in 
lawn-seed mixtures. This grass 
kills out at the first freeze. 
Christmas roses (Helleborus niger) 
are ideal perennials for narrow 
shady spaces between walks and 
house foundations. Planted now, 
they'll flower about January. 
Daphmnes bridge the gap between 
perennials and shrubs. Daphne 
Cneorum makes a tight evergreen 
clump scarcely a foot high. The 
Mezereum and Somerset daphnes 
may grow to four feet.

servative after they are clean and dry 
will lengthen their life. 


Evergreens often have straggly 
branches that need to be pruned 
when you are transplanting. This 
gives you a chance to shape the plant 
and to reduce the foliage to help 
make up for the loss of roots. 

When adding evergreens to the 
border, tie up branches of existing 
plants to prevent breakage when 
you are working near them. 


Biennials should go into their per- 
manent home now. Biennials are 
favorites because they bloom earlier 
in the spring than most of the showy 
perennials. Canterburybells, fox- 
gloves, and hollyhocks are worth a 
trial in every garden. 


Hardy annual flewers can be 
sown this month in many warm 
parts of the country. Cornflowers, 
larkspur, poppies, and many others 
are surprisingly hardy. 


Starter solutions made by dissolv- 
ing two tablespoons of complete 
plant food in each quart of water 
give transplanted trees, shrubs, and 
perennials a big boost. 


When transplanting trees and 
shrubs, reset them at the same depth 
they grew originally. If buried, the 
bark on the stem may rot and the 
plant die. 


Mutleches around plants are useful. 
In time, they rot and become humus 
in the soil. But don’t crowd stem or 
trunk with a mulch. The constant 
moist condition may cause basal 
rot. Also avoid using mulching ma- 
terials that pack down tightly. 


Bulbs must be planted now if you 
want gay colors in early spring. For 
the first time in four years there will 
be a good supply of bulbs available. 

Get them planted at once. Roots 
develop fastest in warm soil. A big 
root system means better flowers 
next spring. 


Madonna lilies should be planted 
immediately after bulbs arrive. 
Handle them carefully to prevent 
damaging the green leaves. Do not 
cut off the leaves or bury them. 


Nareissi for perennial beds should 
be varieties that produce large, 
brightly colored flowers. But for nat- 
uralizing, choose varieties that do 
not multiply rapidly. Otherwise, 
within a couple of years there will be 
so many small bulbs around the 
mother bulb that you’ll get only 
weak shoots instead of flowers. To 
discourage multiplying, you can 
plant naturalized bulbs an inch or 
two deeper than you plant bulbs in 
beds. 


Stered bulbs, tubers, and corms 
should be inspected now to be sure 
that none of them are rotting. Minor 
infections overlooked when you put 
them into storage may have devel- 
oped into serious damage.

The concrete must set for about 
two days. For the first four to six 
hours, keep it moist by agar 4 
with water or keep it covered wit 
damp burlap. Then leave it alone. 

To remove the tiles, loosen wedges 
and remove the side frame first, then 
one of the end pieces. Don’t pry, for 
extreme pressure will chip “green” 
cement. Repeat this operation until 
all tiles are removed. 

You can set home-manufactured 
tile any way you would set slate or 
natural flagstones. If you set them 
in cement, wet the bottom of the 
tiles first to assure a good bond. If 
you put a covering on a fairly even 
cement floor, a skim coat of very wet 
cement is sufficient. Remember again 
to wet both tile and floor. 


Tue initial outlay for the mold 
should be less than $4. After that, 
compute your costs on a per-yard- 
of-sand basis. Allow 9 bags of cement 
and about 10 pounds of coloring for 
each cubic yard of sand. 

From this material, you can make 
at least 140 square feet of flagstones. 
The enjoyment of making them 
can’t be reckoned in dollars and 
cents. 

And this fall and winter you will 
be able to make enough to give you 
a good start with that paved terrace 
you’ll put in next spring.

Frost need not end your annual 
garden. Vigorous young plants, pot- 
ted and brought in before frost, 
will bloom thru most of the winter. 

Annuals are excellent window- 
garden plants because they have a 
long-flowering season. If their flow- 
ers are removed before seeds are pro- 
duced, most annuals continue to 
bloom for months. 

Choose healthy, insect-free young 
plants. Digging old ones is usually 
a waste of time. They suffer a severe 
shock when dug and rarely are com- 
pletely free of diseases and insects. 

Young plants have a compact root 
system, easily moved. Often you can 
find new plants which started from 
seeds that fell from the parent plants. 


Yo U can use any good garden soil 
—or garden soil mixed with sand and 
peatmoss if yours is a sticky clay. 
Any container is satisfactory—un- 
glazed or glazed clay pot, glass 
tumbler, or metal can. Those with 
drainage holes in the bottoms are 
easiest to use because the soil can- 
not become waterlogged. When soil 
is so wet that it smells bad, roots will 
die, diseases and insects thrive. 

Feeding potted plants isn’t tricky 
or troublesome. If your garden soil 
is reasonably good, you need not add 
plant food until six weeks after the 
plants are potted.

locations. Use your south windows 
for your winter annual garden, and 
keep the glass clean. You'll be sur- 
prised at how many blooms you'll 
get, tho you shouldn’t expect as 
many as the same plants would pro- 
duce outdoors in midsummer and 
where the roots are not confined. 
Easiest to grow: petunias, calen- 
dulas, nasturtiums, dwarf French 
marigolds, sweet alyssum, Jubilee 
Gem bachelor buttons, and _ peri- 
winkle. Less common are: lobelia, 
dwarf forget-me-nots, verbena, 
pinks, and dwarf lantana. More un- 
usual: Zinnia linearis, cupid zinnias, 
mignonette, dwarf morning- glories, 
calliopsis, nierembergia, dwarf snap- 
dragons, and nemophila.

But, right there, 
this interest may stop cold. Feeding 
and care (including attention to ail- 
ments) may be looked on as a bur- 
den, a bother, or a pure waste of 
money—or all three. Your puppy is 
going to have a tough time of it in 
such a home. 


Weve had some experiences with 
this sort of thing.

We even went to the 
trouble and expense of securing 
proper registration of the pup under 
the name of their choice. They took 
the puppy home amid sworn pledges 
to care for and love him as if he were 
one of the family. 

For several weeks afterward, re- 
ports were scattered, but faintly re- 
assuring. ““The pup is just as cute as 
he can be,” said the wife. The hus- 
band contributed, ‘‘He’s just doing 
fine.” And so on. 


In THE meantime, we had chosen 
one of the litter for ourselves. And 
we had begun a series of training 
lessons, which took an hour or so an 
evening. In a few short weeks, the 
little fellow would not only obey just 
about every simple command, but he 
would perform a number of tricks 
such as catching a rubber ball in his 
mouth at 20 feet, returning it to our 
feet.

Square Garden. The story follows a 
Horatio Alger pattern. The dog 
captured every class prize in which 
he was entered, went on to win the 
highest honors as “Best of Breed.” 
He was immediately purchased for a 
large sum by a man who not only is 
a real dog lover, but who also main- 
tains fine, ample dog quarters. 


We COULD recite dozens of cases 
which come to mind as warnings 
never to give a dog away. We think a 
dog is among the finest possessions a 
family can have. But many people 
don’t feel that way. They are not up 
on dog appreciation. That’s all 
right, too—they are entitled to their 
views. And it’s just not fair—either 
to them or a dog—to thrust a dog 
on such folks. 

So, the next time you feel that 
noble impulse, “Let’s give so-and-so 
a nice puppy,” stop, look, and listen 
(as they say at railroad crossings). 

Remember this: There’s some- 
thing in human nature that makes 
people (and that includes you and 
all of us) unappreciative of that 
which they get free—without effort 
or investment.

Tho you 
receive as little as $5 for each of 
them—sell them. You'll be doing 
the best thing for the puppies—for 
yourself—and for their new master.
